The Intended Victim Becomes 
Suspicious and Scoree 
the Swindlers. 



HURRIED FLIGHT OF THE MEN. 



Both Are Caught by the Sheriff of 
Marin County and Make Con- 
fession In Jail. 



SANTA ROSA, March 19— An attempt 
to swindle Richard Crane, one of the 
wealthy farmers living near Santa Rosa, 
was made near here this afternoon. About 
two weeks ago a large, smooth-faced, well- 
dressed man came here representing him- 
self as in search of a farm. He went out 
and looked at Crane's. He came here 
again last night and registered at the Oc- 
cidental Hotel as "James Swann." With 
him was a smaller man with a dark mus- 
tache, who registered as "James Fox." 
Each secured a team from a livery stable 
this morning and went into the country, 
but in different directions. 

The big man went to Crane's place and 
represented himself as Dan McGarvey, 
nephew of Judge McGarvey of TJkiah. He 
told Crane he knew his son. R. L. Crane of 
Ukiah, and that this son had recommended 
the purchase of the farm as a good invest- 
ment. The stranger said he was from 
Alabama and had been left a big fortune 
by his father; that he had $40,000 in Gov- 
ernment scrip which he had exchanged in 
San Francisco for greenbacks, and showed 
Crane a big roll of bills amounting to that 
Bum. 

Crane did not want to sell his farm here, 
but proposed that he go up to sec his Dry 
Creek farm. They started on the road and 
Boon met a man "who said his buggy had 
broker, down and wanted to ride with 
them. This was Confederate Fox, and 
after a little talk they proposed to have a 
game of cards with Crane. 

Crane became suspicious and remarked 
that he believed they were frauds. The 
men soon after leit him, agreeing to meet 
him again to-night. 

Crane hurried to town and notified the 
officers, who watched at the stables for the 
return of the men. The big man. how- 
ever, reached town ahead of Crane aud left 
on the .5:30 train for San Francisco. The 
other -awn drove to Freestone, hired a boy 
to bring his team here and is believed to 
have taken the narrow-gauge train for San 
Francisco. Officers have telegraphed a de- 
scription of the men all over the country, 
and it is believed they will be captured. 
The men are believed to be members of a 
band of confidence men who intended to 
Bwindle Crane. 

Telegrams have been received from Judge 
McGarvey and Crane's son at Ukiah saying 
they never heard of Dan McGarvey. 

CAPTURE OF THE BUXKO MEX. 

The Sheriff of Marin County 11,1* Tin m 
in Jail in San Rafael. 

8AN RAFAEL, March 19.— James W. 
Ewalm and James Fox, the two men 
wanted at Santa Rosa for trying to swindle 
Farmer Crane, are in the County Jail in 
this city. 

It appears that when the two men left 
Crane's farm they both drove to Santa 
Rosa. Fox sent his team to the stable, 
entered the buggy of Swalm and drove 
with him to the town of Freestone, about 
sixteen miles down the road, on the North 
Pacific Coast Railroad. 

Sheriff Allen of Santa Rosa had tele- 
graphed to Sheriff Harrison of Marin 
County to stop the sharpers at some sta- 
tion in Marin County, if possible. Harri- 
son and Deputy Sheriff Hannon arrested 
the fugitives at San Anselmo station and 
brought the prisoners to the County Jail. 

Upon being interviewed by the Sheriff 
they both confessed. Upon being searched 
(350 in bills were found in their possession. 
Their satchels contained a lot of waste 
paper and a brick. If they had any 
counterfeit money, as was thought, they 
must have thrown it out of the car window 
on their way to town. 

Sheriff Allen will call for the prisoners 
to-morrow. 



QUEER HEALDSBURG CASE. 

Arrest of Three Well-known 
Residents on Charges of 
Horse-Stealing. 



Peculiar Phases of a Livery 
Stable Transfer and Its 
Results. 



HEALDSBURG, March 19.- T.L.Neely 
formerly proprietor of the Sotoyomc liv- 
ery-stable, his son William and Henry 
Erott, driver on the Calistoga and Healds- 
burg stage line, have been arrested here 
for horse-stealing. The complaints were 
issued at the request of A. H. Clyma and 
thereby hangs a tale. 

About a month ago Neely transferred the 
stable to Clyma who, up to that time, had 
been employed by him as a hostler. The 
price at which the deal was made was 
ostensibly several thousand dollars, but a 
payment of $10 was all that Neely de- 
manded of Clyma, accepting his note for 
the balance, payable in six months. 

This strange transfer was made for some 
unknown cause, and last week that cause 
vanished and Neely invited Clyma to 
vacate the premises. This the latter would 
not do. but Neely took forcible possession. 
Monday he sent the Calistoga stage out in 
charge of young Brott, and his own son 
took another rig, both against the wishes 
of Proprietor Clyma. In the afternoon 
Neely decided that he would take a drive 
through the valley and took out a team for 
that purpose. Clyma had the three ar- 
rested for horse-stealing. 

The transfer is regarded as a sham deal. 
Nevertheless, a bill of sale was given by 
Neely and it is on record. The prelimin- 



ary examinations have been set for to- 
morrow, and in the meantime the accused 
are out on bail. 



SAXTA BARBARA'S FLOWER SHOW. 

Preparations in Progress for the Decora- 
tion of the City. 
SANTA BARBARA, March 19.-Charles 
F. Tidball of Los Angeles, who had charge 
of the street decorations in Santa Barbara 
during its last flower festival, has been 
engaged to direct the work again this 
year. 

Experiment has demonstrated that noth- 
ing is quite as effective for this purpose as 
fish-nets strung with flowers, and this year 
the somewhat gaudv streamers represent- 
ing the flags of all nations, will be dis- 
pensed with, and the decorations be al- 
most entirely conlined to flowers, with 
draperies of the American Hag. 



THE CARSOX MIST ROBBERY. 

Xo Xetr Parts as to the Disappearance of 
$HO,Ot>0 Vorth of llullton. 

CARSON, Nev., March 111.— The chief 
topic of conversation here is the alleged 
robbery of the United States mint in this 
city of over $S0,000 of bullion. 

There are no new developments as the 
Mint officials and employes refuse to give 
any information, but they neither admit 
nor deny what already has been made 
public. 

Various theories as to how the bullion 
might have been taken from the M int have 
been advanced by ex-employes, but no defi- 
nite conclusion has been arrived at. 



SEATTLE MDRIEEERS' TRAIL 

Posses in Close Pursuit of the 
Criminals Who Broke 
Jail. 



One of Them Found in a Barn 
Flees and Escapes the Bul- 
lets Fired at Him. 



SEATTLE, Wash., March 19.— The hunt 
for Murderer Thomas Blanck and the 
other prisoners, who escaped from the 
County Jail Sunday night, continues with 
unabated interest, but the ringleader has 
not only kept out of the way, but has also 
managed to eat pretty regularly. There is 
hardly any doubt that he is concealed in 
the heavy timber neai here. 

Monday morning at 9 o'clock Blanck 
appeared at a little schoolhouse some dis- 
tance up the hill from the railroad track 
and asked for food. When informed that 
he was at a schoolhouse he asked who 
lived in the next house, some distance 
away, and made special inquiries as to 
whether the owner was an officer or took 
the morning papers. 

The answers being favorable to him, he 
went to the place, which is occupied by a 
Mr. Bassett. and asked for work and food, 
and on receiving the latter offered 30 cents 
in payment, the rmount he took from the 
night jailer. Before returning to the 
heavy timber Blanck told Bassett that he 
had two companions waiting for him on 
the hiU. 

Later in the afternoon of the same day a 
man who answered Blanck's description 
met children on the road to Benton and 
obtained food from them. 

Between 8 and 9 o'clock a man that the 
officers think was Ford, one of the escaped 
prisoners, was found in Dr. English's barn 
near Renton. He took to flight and, al- 
though fired on with Bhotguns and rifles, 
made his escape into the lowlands near 
Black River Junction. 

Ex-Sheriff Woolery was on his trail yes- 
terday morning, but lost the tracks in the 
woods. He is still in the country and news 
is expected at any moment of interesting 
developments. 

So far only three of the nine men who 
got away have been captured. 



REFORMERS AT US JOSE.

Citizens Subscribe to a Fund to 
Fight the Unlicensed 
Saloons. 



SAN JOSE, March 19.— A mass-meeting 
was held at the Baptist Tabernacle in this 
city this evening, under the auspices of the 
Home Protective Association. There was 
a large attendance. The meeting was ad- 
dressed by Rev. J. R. Dille of San Fran- 
cisco. 

The speaker made a strong plea in favor 
of municipal reform, and urged that good 
citizens should stand together for honest 
government, or the ignorant and super- 
stitious foreigners who have the ballot will 
ruin the country. The speaker was often 
enthusiastically applauded. 

After the address the audience was ap- 
pealed to by Rev. J. H. Garnett to sub- 
scribe to the funds of the Home Protective 
Association. It was stated that money 
would be used in a fight against the un- 
licensed saloons of the county. A liberal 
amount was subscribed. 



Y. M. C. A. Arranges With Creditor*. 

SAN JOSE, March 19. — The trustees of 
the Y. M. C. A. in this city held a consul- 
tation with the creditors this afternoon, 
and the latter agreed to wait for an indefi- 
nite period and not press their claims. 
The attachment suit on a $262 claim will 
be settled immediately, and there is be- 
lieved to be no further danger of the asso- 
ciation losing its fine new building because 
of the $20,000 indebtedness. 



Suicide at Redding. 

REDDING, March 19.— Jacob C. Kas- 
sel, in a fit of despondency, went into the 
attic of his dwelling, about 8 miles from 
Millvillc, this morning, and, putting a pis- 
tol to the center of his forehead, sent a 
ball crashing through his brain, the body 
falling in such a position as to allow the 
blood to trickle down the stairs. The 
Coroner held an inquest and found $280 on 
his person. He lived with a brother and 
was 40 years of age. 

A Madera Man's Plea of Insanity. 

MADERA, March 19.— The case against 
Miner Gould on a charge of assault to 
commit murder was continued to-day till 
March 22 on motion of S. J. Hinds, the at- 
torney for the defendant, who presented 
affidavits of doctors of Fresno who swore 
that Gould was temporarily insane at 
Fresno, having become so during the night. 
This is the second time that Gould has be- 
come insane when he was ready for trial.

PREACHES IN PULPITS. 



After Winning the Confidence 
of the Pious He Borrows 
Their Money. 



FLEES HIS MANY CREDITORS. 



San Quentln's Prison Chaplain 
Makes Public the Record of 
the Swindler. 



SACRAMENTO, March 19. — "Rev." 
John Alexander Smith, who has at various 
times occupied pulpits in some of the best 
churches in this city, is an ex-convict, a 
bigamist and an impostor who never had 
studied theology, and had never taken 
orders. So says the chaplain at San Quen- 
tin prison. 

"Rev." John Alexander Smith left Sac- 
ramento some days ago. He also left a 
number of unpaid bills for board and lodg- 
ing, and forgot to repay sundry small 
loans obtained from members of the Y. M. 
C. A. Smith was glib of tongue and 
theatrical in style, and his work was along 
the revival lines. 

Some of those who had been deceived by 
Smith protested at first that the latter's in- 
tentions were not to bilk people, but that 
he was a victim of circumstances. But 
the following letter received in this city by 
L. L. Hudson and F. M. Odom, two of his 
victims, leaves no doubt as to Smith being 
a fraud : 

SAN QCESTIN, March 15. 
Dtar Sirs: I noticed an article in the Bee in 
regard to one calling himself Rev. (?) J. A. 
Smith, etc. 

He is not a Reverend, never was, has no 
credentials, never had, was never a priest, may 
have been a "hactor," as he calls it (carrying 
oft dead and wounded from the stage); but Is 
an all-around dead beat, crook and Impostor 
and served & term in this prison for obtaining 
money under false pretenses (So. 15,06'.!), and 
was sent up from Santa Cruz and served from 
August 22, 1892, to April 22, 1894. He is, 
moreover, a bigamist, having several wives 
living, with one of whom 1 am now corre- 
sponding. 

Of course, you folks are altogether to blame 
In taking up with a man whom you did not 
know and without credentials. It would be a 
good plan to follow him up and warn people 
ahead. Information can certainly be obtained 
from the railroad officers, etc. Please writs me 
further In regard to him and keep nv? posted, 
as I would like to learn his whereabouts.

BACK-PA Y GR ABBERS. 

Assembly Clerks Who Are Still Waiting 
for the Money They Claim. 

SACRAMENTO, March 19. — The five 
assistant engrossing and enrolling clerks 
have been and are still waiting for the 
extra $174 which the Attorney-General has 
announced is due them. They have re- 
ceived only $f> a day for their services 
during fifty-eight days, though the statutes 
say they must receive $8. 

They had made complaint over a month 
ago, but subsided when Speaker Lynch an- 
nounced that the first one complaining 
would be discharged summarilv. 

The secret of the matter was disclosed by 
Controller Colgan to-day. He claimed the 
Committee on Attaches was to blame. 

"You see," he said, "five clerks at the 
statutory $8 a day would cost $40. This 
would hire eight clerks at $5 a day. So, in 
order to give places to more people they 
put down the wages from $8 to $5. Now 
these clerks who are complaining knew 
this when they took the jobs, and they 
have no real right to the extra money. If 
they had any objection they shouldhave 
raised it in the beginning if they were 
not satisfied. That is what Judge Daley, 
the Assistant Attorney-General, thinks] 
and so he won't give them a favorable 
opinion. 

"Judge Fitzgerald says the statutes 
leave no discretion in the matter. He 
comes home to-night, I believe, so I sup- 
pose they will get their opinion in the 
morning. This will relieve me of any 
responsibility, and I will make out the 
warrant*" 

Attorney-General Fitzgerald has de- 
clared in favor of the clerks before leaving 
Sacramento on Saturday, and promised to 
write an opinion to that effect. He 
neglected to do so, and as Judge Daley ab- 
solutely refused to perform that office for 
them the clerks have all been to the extra 
expense of staying over four days in the 
Capitol. They expect to get their money 
to-morrow. 

XEW TELEPHOXE LIXE BOOMS. 

The Business Men's Venture aires Prom- 
ise of Success. 

SACRAMENTO, March 19.— It has been 
fully demonstrated by the success achieved 
in soliciting that the new telephone com- 
pany which is being organized by the busi- 
ness men of this city will result in success. 
There has been a rush of subscribers and 
nearly every business house in Sacramento 
has signed the contracts, which provide for 
a three years' lease of telephones, the con- 
tract to be void unless 250 subscribers are 
obtained and if the line be not in success- 
ful operation within 120 days. 

Several private lines leading from the 
city have already made offers to connect 
with the lines of the new company and, 
although the subscription lists have been 
open but a day and a half, nearly 200 names 
have been secured. It is fully expected 
that the requisite number will be obtained 
by to-morrow night, as numerous parties 
residing on the outskirts of the city have 
expressed a willingness to join in the en- 
terprise. 

Serious Accident to a City Official. 

SACRAMENTO, March 19. — Thomas 
Woods, first assistant engineer of the Sac- 
ramento City Water Works, was struck by 
the pole of a wagon last night and re- 
ceived injuries that may prove fatal. Mr. 
Woods was on horseback at the time the 
accident occurred and had reached the cor- 
ner of M street, when a double team 
dashed up Sixth street and ran into the 
animal he was riding. The driver at- 
tempted to check the speed of his animals, 
and the pole of the vehicle struck the en- 



gineer ;in the lower portion of the abdo- 
men, inflicting a severe wound. As he is 
well advanced in years his recovery is 
doubtful, i 

IXVESTIGATIXG FOLSOM PRISOX. 

The Grand Jury Summons Several of the 
Officials. 

SACRAMENTO, March 19.— It is under- 
stood that the Grand Jury here has sum- 
moned several of the Folsom prison offi- 
cials to appear before it, but on what line 
of inquiry their testimony is desired is not 
known. 

Some persons think it may be in rela- 
tion to matters connected with politics 
during the late campaign, while others be- 
lieve the jury wants to know something 
aboat matters connected with the prison 

proper. 

Robbed by Footpads. 

SACRAMENTO, March 19. — H. Wil- 
liams, a colored porter in the room of the 
clerk of the Superior Court at the Capitol 
building, was held up and robbed Sunday 
night at Fifth and M streets, by two 
tramps. Williams was returning home 
from a friend's house, where he had spent 
the evening, when he was confronted by a 
man who sprang out of an adjacent door- 
way and ordered him to throw up his 
hands. He obeyed and was immediately 
seized around the body by another man, 
who had stepped up unawares. The larger 
man made a thorough search of his cloth- 
ing and obtained $f> 40. The men returned 
his silk handkerchief and keys and disap- 
peared in the lumber-yard. 

Reward for a Murderer's Arrest. 

SACRAMENTO, March 19.— A reward 
of $300 has been offered by the State au- 
thorities for the arrest and conviction of 
Giovanini Carrazzi, who, on the 20th of 
last December, murdered Ray Kenner in 
the city of Los Angeles. 

Xew Member of the Hairy Bureau. 

SACRAMENTO, March 19.-Governor 
Budd has appointed Louis Tomasini a 
member of the State Dairy Bureau. 



SAX DIEGO MAX'S TROUBLES. 

Emigrates to Xlcaragua and Is Xearly 
Killed by a Peon. 

SAN DIEGO, March 19.— Advices have 
been received here of the narrow escape 
from death of Eugene Uznay, a former 
resident of this city, who is now in Nica- 
ragua. He was assaulted by a peon em- 
ployed on the plantation where he is at 
present located, arid barely escaped with 
his life, being repeatedly slashed with a 
machete. 

The matter being called to the attention 
of the authorities a farcical examination 
was held and the offender discharged. 

Uznay was offered English protection, 
but relied on American support, which 
was not forthcoming. The matter has 
been brought to the attention of Senator 
White, who is an old schoolmate of Uz- 
nay, and will lay the case before the Wash- 
ington authorities. 



A TACOMA SAILOR'S CASE. 

Brings Suit Against the Ship 
Willie Rosenfeld for 
$25,000. 



The Complaint Alleges That 
Cruel Treatment Caused 
Permanent Injury. 



TACOMA, Wash., March 19.— Emil 
Grandstrom, a sailor op, the American ship 
Willie Rosenfeld, who recently made sen- 
sational charges of cruelty against the 
captain and officers of the ship, says he is 
about to bring a suit in Seattle for $25,000 
damages. 

Grundstrom alleges that at the time he 
was shipped at Newport News, Virginia, 
May 12, 1894, he was unable to speak 
English, and that it was represented to 
him that the ship was going to the east 
coast of South America. Being desirous 
of emigrating to that country he joined 
the ship, and claims that from the time he 
went aboard he was subjected to unheard 
of cruelty. He says he was repeatedly 
assaulted by Second Mate Sullivan and 
was once struck by a bucket and at another 
time by a broom. 

On July 15, off Cape Horn, during a 
furious gale, while suffering great fright, 
he says he was ordered to go forward and 
move some brooms, but the rolling and 
tossing of the ship and the cursing and 
threatening of the officers so unnerved him 
that he fell, breaking his legs. He alleges 
that he was not given proper care, and he 
suffered from blood-poisoning and scurvy, 
making recovery impossible. 

Therefore he asks for damages in the fol- 
lowing sums: Permanent injuries, $16,000; 
assault with bucket, $2000; assault with 
broom, $2000; assaults by Sullivan, $4000; 
enforced imprisonment, $1000; total,$25,000. 

Captain Dunphy, the officers and own- 
ers are joined as defendants in the suit. 

iMnatie Shaw Still in the Woods. 

TACOMA, Wash. , March 19. — A. F. 
Shaw, the crazy man who escaped into the 
woods yesterday, fully armed, is still at 
large. Deputy Sheriffs are loath to go far 
into the woods after him. No active 
search was made to-day, but men are 
watching for his return from the woods. 
Some think he may run across some of the 
posse after Blanck, in which case shooting 
will probably follow as Shaw is a crack 
shot. 

Laughton's Funeral at Taeoma. 
TACOMA, March 19.— Mrs. Laughton, 
widow of the ex-Lieutenant-Goveruor, ar- 
rived to-day from San Francisco. To- 
night it was arranged that the funeral 
shall take place Thursday, at 11 A. M., 
from St. Luke's Church. The Masons, 
Mystic Shrincrs and Elks will form an 
escort of honor. Thursday afternoon the 
body will be taken to San Francisco for 
cremation, in accordance with the ex- 
pressed wishes of the deceased. 

Smith Against Hughes. 

PH02NIX, Ariz., March 10. -A telegram 
from Washington states that Secretary 
Hoke Smith has ruled adversely to Gover- 
nor Hughes on the. charges preferred 
against him by the Territorial Democratic 
Executive Committee. 

The Governor and his friends take no 
stock in the report. 

Mine-Owner Shot in Sonora, 
NOGALKS, Ariz., March 19.— Colonel R. 
F. Morton, a prominent mining man of 
Sonora, Mex„ was shot and killed by a 
Chinaman yesterday moriing, while he 
was eating breakfast at theCananea mines. 
The details of the trouble have not yet 
been learned. 



QUARREL AT SEATTLE, 



Presidents Debs and 
Egan Denounce 
Each Other. 



FIGHT AT LONG RANGE. 



A Charge That the A. R. U. 
Leader Is Working for 
Private Cain. 



QUESTIONING HIS MOTIVES. 



Branding of the Railroad Manager 
as a "Coward" and a 
"Thief." 



SEATTLE, Wash., March 19.-The sim 
ultaneous appearance in this city of E. V. 
Debs, president of the American Railway 
Union, and John M. Egan, president of the 
General Managers' Association, which con- 
ducted the great railroad strike, has re- 
sulted in their becoming involved in a 
wordy war. AVhile Mr. Debs spoke quite 
kindly of Egan in an interview on Monday 
Egan said of Debs to aCpi,i, correspondent: 

"It is unnecessary for me to discuss Mr. 
Debs in the newspapers. He has already 
been discussed and the people know him 
pretty well. I pity the poor devils who go 
and spend 50 cents to hear him. 

"The only advice they will get is to or- 
ganize and strike again, and the last great 
tie-up, for which Mr. Debs was responsi- 
ble, plainly shows what a success he made 
of it. The American Railway Union will 
never flourish again, and the only men 
who nowadays talk of having another 
strike are those who figured in the last 
one, lost their positions and are now anx- 
ious that another shall occur in order that 
they will be able to secure the positions of 
those who would be foolish enough to go 
out, 

"There are hundreds of such men in the 
country to-day— men, some of whom have 
been in the railroad business for from ten 
to twenty years, and who were competent 
in every way. They had worked along 
and received good wages until Mr. Debs 
organized his union, told them that they 
were slaves, and that if they would only 
strike the companies would be compelled 
to raise wages. They took his advice and 
the result they well know. They will 
never be able to get back their old posi- 
tions and they must suffer. Many of them 
will go hungry, but not so Mr. Debs. 

"I think if you make a little inquiry yon 
will find that Mr. Debs never went to bed 
hungry. He has drawn a nice big salary 
and is now traveling about the country at 
the expense of the workingmen. The A. 
R. U. may get up a good membershiD once 
again, but you will find that many of the 
new members are those who figured in the 
last strike, and who now want to encour- 
age others to go out in order to make some 
new berths in which they may hope to 
drop. 

"Mr. Debs, I suppose, appeared on the 
platform to-night dressed as well and 
probably a great deal better than many of 
the members of the General Managers' 
Association, and he lives just as well as 
any of them. I do not car» to discuss the 
matter, except to say that Mr. Debs never 
won a strike and I don't believe ever will." 

After reading this interview Debs ad- 
dressed a mass-meeting this morning at 
which he said : 

"Mr. Egan is a dishonest man and a 
ruffian. He is a thief and he knows that 
he is, and he knows that I know that he is. 
He could not hold a position as flagman on 
any road running out of Chicago and he 
knows that I know why. He has been 
connected with many railroads and he has 
robbed every road and every corporation 
that he has ever had anything to do with. 
He is a corrupt, low, dishonest man, and 
cannot conceive of any man having suf- 
ficient manhood to push aside bribes and 
remain true to his convictions. 

"He does not like me, because he could 
not corrupt me, and he has no use for any 
man he cannot corrupt. I could have 
been in financial clover to-day if I had 
cared to become a traitor to the interests 
of the laboring men and the American 
Railway Union. I could have a life pass 
over all the railroads in this country.

I think of a man to his face, and that is 
more than Mr. Egan can say. He would 
not tell me to my face what he had to 
say in that interview which was pub- 
lished in the paper this morning. He will 
never meet me in private or in public and 
discuss who are the conspirators, for he 
knows who they are, and what would be 
the result. That man is a coward, and I 
only wish I was where I could tell him so, 
and I venture to say he would not attempt 
to deny it. Why, 400 yoke of oxen could 
not pull nim on the same platform with 
me. 

"I have friends enough to raise a thou- 
sand dollars cash to any charitable organi- 
zation in the land, and I want here to 
make a public challenge. I will agree to 
give a thousand dollars to any charitable 
organization in the land if he will meet me 
on the public platform and discuss the his- 
tory and causes of the late strike, both to 
speak from the record. The record will 
tell and no one knows it better than Mr. 
Egan. 

"It was at the instance of the General 
Managers' Association that the trial came 
to such a sudden termination in Chicago a 
few days ago. They do not want it tried. 
They don't want the truth to be known, 
and the trial was continued until May 1, 
and when that date comes around they 
will want it continued again and so on 
until the whole matter is dropped. But 
we, the accused, are endeavoring to compel 
the accusers to try us, and if guilty we 
want to be punished and if innocent want 
the world to kn ow it." 

DEBS AT TACOMA. 



Takes a Hopeful View of the A. R. U.'t 
Efforts at Greater Organisation. 

TACOMA, March 19.— Eugene V. Debs 
arrived here this afternoon. In an inter- 
view be said that 2200 men have joined 
the A. R. U. on the Great Northern Rail- 
way system since he started on his present 
trip. 

"Ten organizers are at work in various 
parts of the country," he said, "and I ex- 



pect by July 1 there will be the greatest 
labor, organization that this country has 
ever seen. I am working along the line of 
unification of all labor and trade organiza- 
tions. Those men who deserted the Amer- 
ican Railway Union in the late strike are 
now utterly helpless. We have now 100,000 
membors in the A. R. U." 

VICTIM OF CHR1STIAX SCIEXCE. 

Faith Tliat Did Xot Cure a Dying Girl 
at Dayton. 

DAYTON, Ohio, March 19. — Lillie 
Thurston Meade, a 13-year-old daughter of 
Harry E. Meade, and granddaughter of 
the late Hon. George G. Houk, who died 
in Washington while representing this 
district in Congress, died Sunday morning 
without having been given medical atten- 
tion. The little one was a victim of faith 
cure. 

Mrs. George Houk's daughter, Mrs. 
Meade, is from the best family in Dayton, 
but of late years has drifted voluntarily 
into Christian science practices. 

The child was suffering from typhoid 
fever, was taken to the place kept by John 
R. Hatton and wife, who sent out faith- 
cure circulars here, and the child died 
from neglect. The city is filled with ex- 
citement over it. The Coroner has forbid- 
den the burial of the child and has had the 
bodv placed in a vault and will held an 
autopsy to-morrow. Hatton and his wife 
are in jail, but no further arrests will be 
made except by direction of the Coroner.

The property, which was situated on 
Pine Ridge, in the Sierras, was burned in 
1893, and the origin of the fire, which 
started at 8 o'clock one morning, has been 
a mystery. 

A suit for the insurance was won by the 
owner of the mill, but the question of how 
the fire started was not raised. A foreman 
was in charge of the mill at the time of its 
destruction, and he and one or two other 
men were the only ones on the mountains 
at the time. 

Davis alleges that Kearnes fired the prop- 
erty. Both men are well known and the 
case excites much interest. If the case is 
won by Davis, a criminal charge will be 
made against Kearnes. 



TRAILIXG TWO OUTLAWS. 

A Well-Known Mnn-Hnnter's Mission in 
the Madera Mountains. 

FRESNO, March 19.— Hi Rapelje, the 
officer who captured John Sontag, the 
train - robber, has been employed by 
the Madera County officers to go on the 
trai 1 of Clifford Regan and James Lawson, 
two outlaws and would-be murderers.

ALL MARCHED INTO COURT. 



Bribery, Perjury and Extortion the 
Principal Charges Against the 
Accused. 



SKW YORK. March 19.-AU the police 
officials against whom indictments were 
found yesterday by the extraordinary Grand 
Jury were arrested when they went to po- 
lice headquarters this morning. 

The indicted are: Inspector William 
McLaughlin, Captain Jacob Siebert, Union 
Market station; Captain J. J. Donahue, 
Weal Twentieth-street station; Captain 
M. J. Murnhy, West One Hundredth-street 
Station; Captain J. K. Price of the Mc- 
Doucul-street station ; former Police Cap- 
tain William S. Devoy : Wardman Edward 
Glcnuon (dismissed); Wardman Kdward 
B. Hill (formerly under Captain Price); 
Wardman Hums (tantped his bail). 

Superintendent Byrnes said there was a 
warrant for still another formerly con- 
nected with the police force. The prison- 
ers were conducted to the District Attor- 
ney'i office by Ins|iectors Williams and 
McAvoy. llyrnes said the indictments 
handed him were all that had been found. 

In the corridor the captains talked ex- 
citedly with their chiefs, hut all professed 
k-norance u« to what evidence they could 
have been indicted upon. When it was 
announced that all the prisoners were 
wanted In the court of Oyer and Terminer, 
w here District Attorney Fellows was wait- 
ing to fix the amount of bail, the men tiled 
into iinc, and, headed by Inspector Wil- 
liams, entered the courtroom. Inspector 
William McLaughlin was the first called to 
the bar. The inspector, pale and trembling 
visibly, was addressed by the clerk, who 
said : 

"There arc five indictments against 

you." 

Justice Inpraham was handed the papers 
in the case, and upon the recommendation 
of I 'istrii t Attorney Fellows, the bail was 
fixed at fJO.OX). The bail on the first 
charge was fixed at *10,000 and each of the 
■ ■titer four at $3S00. The bail in the case of 
J. J. Doirohue was fixed at |29D0; Michael 
J. Murphy, $10,000; ex-Captain William 
Devny's bail was fixed at |10,000. In the 
case of ex-Captain John T. Stephenson no 
warrant was issued as he is now under 
$5000 bail pending a new trial for bribery. 
There are three indictments against Henry 
W. Schill, one for bribery, one for perjury 
and one for extortion. On the "irst two 
charges bail was made at -h, and 

on the latter $1000. 

Captain Jacob Seibert was held in $10,000 
and Captain J. R. Price in $2500 for extor- 
tion. Kdward Glennon, who is under in- 
dictment and out on $5000 bail, had $50u0 
added. James Burns is under indictment, 
and District Attorney Fellows said he had 
good reason to believe he would appear to 
give bail. The amount was not fixe(l. 
Carpenter is not on the force now and lives 
in New York. As soon as the formality of 
fixing bail was over they were taken back 
to the District Attorney's office, where their 
bondsmen were examined. The indict- 
ments against Inspector McLaughlin al- 
lege that the offenses were all committed 
while he was in command of the old slip 
station- the First Precinct. 

Kach indictment against McLaughlin 
contains five counts, four for bribery, 
one for extortion. The first four 
counts alleged that certain sums 
were paid him and received by 
him as a bribe, upon the understanding 
that he was to protect the giver from j>o- 
licc interference. The indictments against 
Captains Donohue and Price charge them 
with attempted extortion, in that they en- 
deavored to obtain money from Jared 
Flagg Jr., by threatening to prosecute liiui 
for renting flats for immoral purposes. 

Captain Murphy is indicted for accept- 
ing a bribe of $"*, on April 1, 1890, from 
Robert Payne, who formerly kept a con- 
cert hall on Kighth avenue, to protect 
Payne from police interference. The 
indictment against Captain Seibert is 
for accepting $25 on July 1, 1890, from 
Augusta W. Barney, keeper of the Mag- 
nolia Hotel, to protect her from police in- 
terference. 

Kx-Captain Devoy is indicted for bribery 
and extortion. The specific complaint is 
that he took $100 from Francis W. Sergrist 
Jr., on May 30, 1894. Sergrist was at that 
time tearing down a building in Devoy's 
precinct. 

Kx-Captain Carpenter entered the court 
soon after the other cases were disposed of 
and was admitted to bail in $10,000. 

Kx-Captain Stevenson was indicted for 
accepting $100 on February 1, 1892, from 
William J. Prelle, president of the Liquor- 
dealers' Association of the Fifth Ward, to 
insure protection. 

Kx-Captain Carpenter is indicted for re- 
ceiving $1000 from William Harmann on 
March 1, 1891, to protect the members of 
the Retail Liquor-dealers' Association. A 
witness against Carpenter was Captain 
Schmittberger. 

Kx-Wardman Glannon is indicted for 
taking a bribe of $100 on May 13. 1894, from 
Francis W. Sergrist Jr. He took the bribe 
for himself, and in another indictment he 
Is charged with taking $100 for the captain. 

There are three indictments against Pa- 
trolman Henry Schmit for bribe-taking 
from saloons and disorderly honses, and 
for perjury in false-sweajing before the 
Grand Jury. 

Kx-Captain Stevenson will be required 
to appear on Thursday morning to plead to 
the indictment, but he will not be arrested 
tir placed under additional bail. The other 
indicted officers will appear before Justice 
Ingraham Thursday morning at 10:30 
o'clock to plead.

Departure of a W e i mar With Many Xtgr s 
IHmlfra.nl!, 

SAVANNAH, Ga., March 19.— This aft- 
ernoon the Danish steamer Horsa, with 
19" negro emigrants, steamed down the 
river on her journey to Liberia. The 
decks were crowded with emigrants and 
their baggage. The wharves along the 
river were crowded with negroes and 
whites. Thousands of negroes cheered 
the emigrants, who sent back cheers, 
while their leader violantly waved a large 
American flag. The emigrants are in ex- 



cellent shape for colonizing purposes. 
They carry an immense amount of bag- 
gage, probably 500 )arge boxes being taken 
on the steamship. They expended several 
thousand dollars here for agricultural im- 
plements, household goods, etc., and are 
thoroughly equipped for their new life. 

Many of them have considerable money. 
They were given land ny the Liberian 
Government. Some of them have been 
singing songs of praise and praying on the 
wharf while waiting for the steamer to 
complete its cargo. A new negro song, 
"Back to View My Native Land," was 
sung as the Horsa left the wharf. 

TT0OM IS RESEXTEXCED. 

The Unfortunate Murderer Again Xear- 
ing the tiallauis. 
DKNVBK, March 19.— Judge Butler to- 
day denied the motion to discharge Henry 
Tyson and resentenced him to be hanged 
the second week in April. Tyson in 1888 
killed Charles Summer, who had eloped 
with Tyson's wife. He was found guilty 
and sentenced to be hanged in December, 
i889. He became deranged and the sen- 
tence was suspended. For three years 
Tyson lay in a dark dungeon, losing his 
senses of sight and hearing and power of 
motion.' Recently under proper treatment 
his lost senses have returned and a jury 
has declared him sane. Before resentenc- 
ing him to death, the court denied a mo- 
tion for his discharge. His attorneys say 
they will take the case to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 



STOLE ALL THE WHISKY. 

One Way of Getting Liquor Out 
of Bond at Small 
Cost. 



The Warehouse Burned to De- 
stroy the Evidence of a 
Novel, DaringTheft. 



COLUMBIA, S. C, March 19. -Deputy 
Collector of I ntcrnal Revenue Vandervord 
has unearthed one of the most novel cases 
of robbery in the annals of the Federal 
courts in this Staie. The story, as ob- 
tained from the confession of some of 
those implicated in the conspiracy, is as 
follows: 

In 1892 Mr. Bieman of Walhalla, 8. C, 
sold the Government distillery No. 374, 
located three miles from that town, to 
W. C. Tatum. In the warehouse con- 
nected with the distillery was between 
8000 and 10,000 gallons of whisky, and the 
warehouse was closed under seal of the 
revenue officers, Tatum intending to hold 
the whisky for the period of three years 
allowed by law before stamping it. Tatum 
closed the distillery when he made the 
purchase. 

A little later the stealing began. The 
warehouse was built on the slope of a hill. 
The robbers drew the staple of the door, 
inserted one end of a hose into a whisky 
barrel, squeezed the hose through a crack 
in the wall and syphoned the whisky into 
Mi empty barrel at the foot of the hill sev- 
eral rods away, whence they could haul it 
away without serious risk of detection. 
This process they repeated nightly until 
every gill of whisky had been safely re- 
moved. Then the band assembled one 
night, and, after filling the barrels in the 
warehouse with water, carefully replaced 
the staple and seal. 

As the end of three years approached 
Collector Townes wrote Tatum repeat- 
edly, urging him to prepare to take the 
liquor from bond, and it was while this 
correspondence was in progress, on the 
night of September5, 1894, that the ware- 
house, with its contents was burned, 
Meanwhile the suspicion of the revenue 
department had been excited, and Col- 
lector Vandervord began an investiga- 
tion. The facts above related were dis- 
covered, and the arrests of John Farmer, 
Ashbury Hide, William Whitman, Tony 
Watkins and 'John Rowland followed. 
They have been given hearings before 
United State Commissioner Hawthorne at 
Greenville and were held for trial. Some 
of them have made full confessions. 



MAY KILL SCHWITOUM 



Coudrey Discloses That He 
Has Been So Urged by 
Church People. 



Fight of the Aged Chicago Man 
to Recover His Family From 
the "Heaven." 



CHICAGO, March 19.— George Coudrey. 
the Chicago stencil and die manufacturer, 
who is suing George Jacob Schweinfurth 
for $10,000, asserted to-day that he has been 
urged by many prominent church people, 
clergymen and laymen to kill the pre- 
tended christ. Coud rev's case against 
Schweinfurth for breaking up the Goudrey 
fam% was set for trial to-day, but the de- 
fense again secured a continuance. 

The persistent delaying of the trial 
angered the plaintiff, who is an old man, 
and in a burst of wrath he declared that if 
he had followed the advice of his friends 
he would have gone to Schweinfurth 's 
"Heaven" at Rockford and tested the 
"Messiah's" immortality with cold lead. 
The old man's excited declaration created 
a sensation among his hearers. 

"Some of the most prominent ministers 
in Chicago," he said, "have told me that 
the killing of that man would be a Chris- 
tian duty. Only the teachings and advice 
of Dwight L. Moody have prevented my 
following such counsel. Schweinfurth has 
broken up my home and taken my family 
away from tne, and it is becoming only too 
apparent that I cannot get redress through 
legal ohannels." 

Coudrey's wife and five children are now 
living at the "Rockford Heaven," and 
have resisted all efforts to secure their re- 
turn, being unduly influenced, he claims, 
by Schweinfurth. 

Uniam Pacific Officials Linger. 
SALT LAKK, March 19. -President 
Clark, General Manager Dickinson, Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent Lomax and other 
officials of the Union Pacific Railroad ar- 
rived here from Portland this evening. 
They will remain here to hear further from 
,thc Utah Northern and Oregon Short Line 
receivership. Judge Gilbert has now under 
advisement the question of jurisdiction, 
and will hand down his decision at Port- 
land to-morrow morning. If he decides 
that the court has Jurisdiction in the matter 
the Union Pacific officials will return to 
Portland, and the evidence on the notition 
for a separate receivership will be heard. 

Death of an Editor. 

NKW YORK, March 19.-Profcssor Peter 
R. Vanderweyde died yesterday, aged 82 
years. He was editor of the Manufacturers' 
Journal, a scientific paper, and was well 
known. •

March 19.— The Spanish cruiser 
Alfonso XIII reports having found the 
missing cruiser Reina Regente sunk near 
Rajo Aceitanos, not far from the Straits of 
Gibraltar. Only twenty inches of the 
masts were above water. The Alfonso 
XIII has returned to the scene of the 
wreck with divers to recover the bodies. 
The Reina Regente carried a crew of 4'JO 
officers and men, and all are believed to 
have perished. 

Deputy Diaz Moreau, formerly an officer 
of the Spanish navy, in the Chamber of 
Deputies March 14, read a statement of the 
former commander of the Reina Regente 
in which the writer described the cruiser 
as a vessel unable to weather a heavy 
storm owing to the increased weight of her 
armament. Admiral Beranger said the 
overweight of the cruiser's deck guns was 
rectified two years ago by his orders when 
he was Minister of Marine. 

In Cadiz and Cartagena, where most of 
the crew belonged, there has been great 
anxiety and excitement from the moment 
the cruiser was reported missing. The 
Reina Regente about two years ago went 
to New York as one of the Spanish squad- 
ron which escorted across the Atlantic the 
Columbus caravels. The vessel was 
launched in 1887, and was one of three 
second-class deck-protected cruisers of the 
same build, the sister ships being the Al- 
fonso XIII and Lepanto, all of ^'800 tons, 
12,000 horse-power and expected to steam 
twenty knots. 

The wrecked cruiser was 320 feet long 
and had 50 feet 6 inches beam and 
draught of 20 feet 4 inches. She was pro- 
pelled by twin screws. Her protected 
deck was 454 inches thick on slopes and 
her conning tower had 5 inches of armor 
and her gun shields were 3 inches thick. 
The armament consisted of four 9>i-inch | 
Hontoria guns, one on each side forward of J 
the central superstructure, one on each 
side aft; six 4^-inch Hontoria guns in | 
broadside, forward and after pair in spon- 
sons, middle pair in recessed ports and fif- 
teen rapid lire and machine guns. She 
was also fitted with five torpedo tubes. 

MADRID, March 19.— The positive news 
of the loss of the Spanish cruiser Reina 
Regente, which reached here from Cadiz, 
caused the greatest commotion throughout 
Spain. The Queen Regent was greatly 
distressed. By her orders the sacraments 
have been exposed night and day from the 
time the first report of the disaster reached 
here, and by her direction prayers for the 
safety of the crew have been said continu- 
ously ever since.

TUX COMBIXE WAS ILLEGAL. 

An Important ShMm Searing Upon 
Anti-Trust Law. 

DETROIT, March 19. -Judge Severns in 
the United States District Court to-day 
rendered an important decision bearing 
upon the Sherman anti-trust law. About 
a year ago the Merse, Warren, Michigan 
and National Capsule companies entered 
into an agreement to pool interests and 
carry on the business of manufacturing 
gelatine t hells for capsules under the style 
of the United States Capsule Company. 
The Merse Company balked and filed a bill 
to perpetually restrain the United States 
Company from doing business, on the 
ground that it was an enterprise to put tip 
prices and bar competitors out of the busi- 
ness. 

The defense was that the new company 
was not formed to raise prices, but to lessen 
the cost of production, stop the ruinous 
competition and yield a better product. 
Judge Severns takes the position that the 
trust was formed in violation of the laws 
of Michigan, as Well as the act of Congress. 
"It became so apparent," said Judge 
Severns in connection with his opinion, 
"that the combination was intolerable 
unberthe Michigan law that it was not 
necessary to refer to acts of Congress 
which bear upon this same question." The 
case will doubtless undergo a review in the 
Appellate Court.

She looked 
after a bunch of cattle they owned and 
managed to prosper as much as when her 
husband lived with her. They had been in 
that section many years and were well 
known to the cattlemen of all descriptions. 

It is just this acquaintance that un- 
doubtedly brought about the crime. She 
was the principal witness against a young 
fellow named Davis, charged with stealing 
horses. It is believed that he knows of 
the crime. His whereabouts is now un- 
known. This lead the Sheriff is following, 
and he expects results in the nearfuture. 

The country in which the crime was 
committed is far removed from the rail- 
road and telegraph, and there are no towns 
near from which information could be 
readily secured. It is thinly settled, and 
of such a character that it is not improb- 
able that this will be only one more added 
to the list of violent deaths that have oc- 
curred in that portion of the State which 
will never be explained or brought home to 
any one, though the authorities believe 
they can locate the criminals.

Suffrage to Form a flank in Utah's State

SALT LAKK, March 19.— Utah's rep- 
resentative women had full and undis- 
puted right of way before the committee 
on elections and suffrage to-day, beginning 
at 10:30 o'clock. The delegation num- 
bered nearly three score. They were pres- 
ent to give an unqualified indorsement of 
the memorials submitted to the convention 
yesterday afternoon asking for the enfran- 
chisement of the fair sex ol this Territory. 
And they gave that indorsement to the 
entire satisfaction of the committee, which 
listened patiently and interestedly to the 
arguments in favor of its adoption. 

Ten of the fifteen members have already 
given the proposition their indorsement. 
The other five arc of the opinion that the 
constitution should not contain anything 
concerning woman suffrage; that it is a 
question that should be left entirely to the 
State Legislature.

They stood seven to five in favor ol 
acquittal. The case will be set for a new trial 
at once. 

The British tank steamer Delaware from New 
York has arrived in the River Mersey with the 
crew of the steamer Donau abandoned in mid- | 
ocean. When sighted by the Delaware the 
Donau had been on fire thirty-six hours, and 
the crew had taken to the boats. The Donau 
sailed from Hamburg March 8 for Philadelphia. 

Christopher W. Larrabee, uephew of ex-Gov- 
ernor Larrabee of Iowa and cashier of Boyd, 
Stockney A Co., wholesale coal-dealers of Chi- 
cago, Is missing, and if all acermnts are true his 
books do not balance by #20,000 or $25,000. 
Detectives have been looking for him since

The tire at Port of Spain, Trinidad, on the 
4th Inst., caused a loss of $4,870,000. Sir F. 
Napier Broome, K. 0. B., the Governor of 
Trinidad, sent Rear-Admiral Meade a most cor- 
dial letter thanking him for the service that he 
had rendered, assuring him that he should re- 
port It to the British Government, stating that 
the people of Port of Spain would never forget 
w hat the American sailors had done for them, 
and asking that his personal thanks be given 
to every man in the force landed. 



SANTA FK, N. M., March 19.-The body 
of Vincent Silva, chief of the San Miguel 
band of robbers and assassins, and that of 
his wife, Telsfora Sandoval, have been 
brought into La^ Vegas. The officers have 
been searching the country over for Silva 
for the last two years, there being rewards 
for his capture, dead or alive, aggregating 
$7000. He was the leader of a gang of des- 
peradoes who terrorized the Southwest for 
years. 

It is claimed that no less than twelae 
men fell at the hands of Silva alone.' He 
presided at the whitecap trial which con- 
demned to death one of his gang, Patrick 
Maez, for divulging secrets of the gang, 
and he supervised the hanging of that in- 
dividual to a bridge in the town of Las 
Vegas. It is known that he stabbed to 
death Gabriel Sandoval. 

When the officers got on his trail and his 
capture was but a question of hours, Silva, 
who was suspicious of his wife, fearing that 
she had betrayed him to the officers, killed 
her and buried the body in the sand near 
Los Alamos. Boasting of this crime to 
some of his followers they in turn mur- 
dered him and buried him in the same 
grave with his victim.

And May Lead to a Speedy 
Settlement of the War in 
the Far East. 

ARRANGING TERMS OF PEACE 



No Reason to Believe That Either 
France or Russia Intends to 
Interfere. 



SHIMONOSEKI, March 19.— Viceroy Li 
Hung Chang and suite arrived here this 
morning to negotiate for peace between 
China and Japan. Knvoys from the 
Japanese Foreign Office immediately vis- 
ited the steamer conveying the Chinese 
Viceroy. Later Li Hung Chang, accom- 
panied by John W. Foster, American ad- 
viser for China, visited the Japanese Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.— Li Hung 
Chang's arrival in Japan is regarded in 
official circles as one of the most signifi- 
cant events of recent days. It is the first 
time in his life that the venerable states- 
man of China has set foot outside of 
Chinese soil. At his advanced age be now 
journeys to China's traditional foe to offer 
enormous concessions as a means of secur- 
ing peace. 

It can be stated positively and authori- 
tatively that the general terms of peace 
are already understood, and all that re- 
mains is the arranging of details within 
certain specified limits. The general terms 
have been brought about by United States 
Ministers Denby in China and Dun in 
Tokio. It was even feared at a late date 
that Li's mission might fail through the 
vagueness of his authority to treat for the 
ceding of territory. This was arranged, 
however, through the activity of the 
United States, showing that the mission 
would otherwise prove futile. The general 
terms of Li Hung Chang's authority are to 
cede territory, pay cash indemnity, grant 
the independence of Korea and arrange a 
new treaty relation with Japan by which 
Japanese extraterritorial jurisdiction in 
Japan will be gained. The exact amount 
of the cash indemnity is not fixed, nor is 
the kind of metal it is to be paid in agreed 
upon. 

These and the boundaries of the ceded 
territories are yet to be arranged. So far 
as the arrangement has advanced Prince 
Li's mission is expected to be consummated 
within a few days, unless some unexpected 
hitch occurs. Count Ito, one of the two 
Japanese envoys, is a close personal friend 
of Li Hung Chang, the two having settled 
the Korean trouble in 1885. So great is 
the Japanese confidence in Li's ability to 
see that China carries out an agreement 
that his promise of a settlement will proba- 
bly pave the way to a speedy cessation of 
the war. 

The reports that Russia will intervene 
to stop the agreement are known to be mis- 
leading from positive information received 
here. The authorities believe that there 
will be no word of trouble from Russia. 
The same is believed to be true as to 
France, although not with the same cer- 
tainty. 



XOT YET COX VERTED, 

Oermany's Attitude in Ilefereuee to Bi- 
metallism. 

LONDON, March 19. — A dispatch to the 
Times from Berlin says that the Imperial 
Gazette makes the startling statement that 
the State Council in adopting Hohen- 
lohe's declaration on the currency ques- 
tion omitted the phrase "Without preju- 
dicing our imperial currency." The omis- 
sion, however, is no indication that Ger- 
many has been converted to bimetallism. 
The declaration in the currency question 
that Hohenlohe read in the Reichstag was 
as follows: 

"Without prejudicing our imperial cur- 
rency, one must confess that the differ- 
ences in the value of gold and silver con- 
tinue to react on our commercial life. Fol- 
lowing therefore the tendency that led to 
the appointment of a silver commission, 
I am ready to consider in conjunction 
with the Federal Government whether we 
cannot enter upon an interchanging of 
opinion as to common remedial measures 
with the other States, which are chiefly 
interested in maintaining the value of 
silver." 



Colombia's Rerolution Closed. 

COLON, Colombia, March 19.— The 
political prisoners captured at Bocas del 
Toro, charged with complicity in recent 
disturbances, have been landed here. Gen- 
eral Matri has defeated 3000 rebels at Suata, 
Socorro. The rebels are retreating toward 
Boyaca. The French cruiser Roland is go- 
ing to Laguayra, Venezuela, in connec- 
tion with the trouble between France and 
that republic. 

A telegram from President Caro, dated 
Bogota, announces that the revolution in 
Colombia is over. The triumph of General 
Reis, commander of the Government 
forcos, has becu complete, the decisive en- 
gagement being fought near Medaga, De- 
partment of Santander. The rebels, num- 
bering 3000, were defeated by General 
Matri at Suata, Socorro, and they after- 
ward retreated to Bocayas and surrendered 
to General Mateurs. 



Belgium Is Satisfied. 

BRUSSELS, March 19.— In the Chamber 
of Deputies to-day Count Wastcrlee, the 
Minister of Eoreigu Affairs, announced 
that the negotiations between Belgium 
and Venezuela for the settlement of the 
difficulty caused by the expulsion of the 
Belgian Minister, who was expelled at the 
same time as the French Minister, have 
commenced, ana it is probable they would 
shortly lead to a friendly understanding. 



The Japanese Armies. 

LONDON, March 19.— A dispatch from 
Kobe says : Prince Komatsu, commander- 
in-chief of the Japanese army, has been 
ordered to proceed to China forthwith, and 
to establish his principal headquarters 
probably at Port Arthur. The Emperor 
remains at Hiroshima.

MADRID, March 19.— The Justia and 
Ideal (newspapers) are to be prosecuted 
before a court-martial on account of 
articles which they have published reflect- 
ing upon the conduct of army officers.

BUKNOS AYRE8, March 19.— A dis- 
patch from Quito states that the insurrec- 
tion in Kcuador has/been suppressed and 
that the leaders have been arrested.

SPANISH-CU3ANS FIEED UPON. 



Diplomatic Negotiations Relating to 
the Allianca Affair Remain 
Rather Mixed. 



WASHINGTON, March 19. — Informa- 
tion is said to be at hatui that the schooner 
which recently sailed from Savannah, Ga., 
after having been watched by the customs 
oflicers, had on board arms and ammuni- 
tion concealed under a deckload of lumber. 
Her destination is supposed to have been 
Cuba. The Spanish gunboats are on the 
watch for her. 

Nothing is known hereof the reported 
action of the Spanish ship Infanta Isabella 
or Arcedo tiring on American vessels. 
There is good ground, however, for believ- 
ing that the ship sailing from Savannah 
with Cuban amis aboard will furnish an 
actual case of detention if she is overhauled. 
Careful investigation is proceeding as to 
the cargo shipped by the Allianca at Colon, 
allegations tiiat anus were tuken aboard 
under cover of darkness having been made. 
Communications have been received in 
Washington from Cuba that the Conde de 
Venadito was the Spanish warship tiring 
on the Allianca. These advices said that 
the latter ship was flying a British flag. 

There is no further doubt as to the re- 
ceipt by Secretary Gresham of a reply from 
Spain to his demand, but there is reason 
to believe the published reports have failed 
to Mate some important reservations by 
Spain. One part of Spain's answer may 
consist in calling attention to a charge 
that in Xovemberlast a number of Spanish- 
Cubans were fishing in the Gulf of Mexico 
when they were fired upon by a United 
States revenue cutter, first with a canon 
and later with small arms. The firing is 
r.lleged to have occurred twelve miles from 
hind. The Spaniards were carried to New 
Orleans, where, it is said, the United States 
Court for the Southern District of 
Louisiana released ihem. Spain has not 
t hne far made a protest, but may do so 
now that the United States has protested 
against the firing on the Allianca.

His Affidavits as to the Firing Upon the 
Allianca. 

NEW YORK, March 19.— A cable dis- 
patch from Havana to the effect that the 
commander of the Spanish cruiser Conde 
de Venadito had reported that he fired on 
the steamer on March 8, off, Cape May, 
after signaling her, and was replied to by 
the hoisting of the British flag, has brought 
forth affidavits from Captain Crossman of 
the Allianca and his officers tiiat the 
American and not the British ensign was 
flying from the staff of the Allianca. The 
report that the Allianca carried rifles on 
the southbound trip was also emphatically 
denied by representatives of the Panama 
Railroad Company. 

Captain Crossman's, affidavit is as fol- 
lows? 

Captain James A. Crossman being duly 
sworn, deposes and says he has read In the 
morning papers of this date, Tuesday, March 
19, that the commander of the Spanish gun- 
boat Conde de Venadito has made the state- 
ment that the steamship that was off Cape 
Mays!, Cuba, on the 8th day of March, 1895, 
which was tired on by his gunboat, hoisted the 
British ensign in saluting him. In view of this 
statement he does most solemnly swear that 
the flag hoisted on the staff of the steamer Alli- 
«nei in salute to the Spanish gunboat off Cape 
Maysi, Cuba, on the 8th day of March, 1895, by 
his order and in his presence, was the Ameri- 
can ensign. This Is the only flag used for such 
purposes, the national flag of America. 

The others who signed a similar affidavit 
were Benjamin Corning, first officer; P. 
W. Russell, second officer; W. H. 
Churchill, purser; A. 8. Jussen, freight 
clerk; E. T. Kingman, surgeon. These 
affidavits will be forwarded at once to 
Washington by the company. 

SEXATOR MORGAX'S VIEHS. 

He Favors Annexation or the Purchase 

of Cuba. 

WASHINGTON, March 19. —Senator 
Morgan of Alabama, chairman of the 
Senate. Foreign Relations Committee, has 
remained in Washington since the adjourn- 
ment of Congress and takes an interest in 
the existing foreign complications. 

"I do not know what is being done," he 
said to an Associated Press reporter, "fur- 
ther than what is said in the papers from 
time to time. I am, of course, interested 
in the situation in Cuba. If the revolu- 
tionists are able to hold out for a year they 
will be able to secure material assistance 
from persons in this country, not only in 
the way of money, but in spite of all ef- 
forts to prevent it there are many men 
that are ready to go into a war for Cuba or 
any other war, and there will be no way of 
keeping them out of it if the men who are 
leading this revolt Show that they com- 
mand any strength at home. At first I 
was inclined to view the uprising as with- 
out any particular backing, but it appears 
now that it has grown to be quite for- 
midable. Those people are not to be 
blamed for rebelling. It is only a question 
of time when Cuba will throw off the 
Spanish yoke. It mav not be with, this 
revolution, but it will come from future 
revolution." 

"Are you for purchasing Cubaf was 
asked. 

'•I have always been a Cuban annexation- 
ist," replied Mr. Morgan. "I amforpv.r- 
:hasing the island or of any other method 



of acquiring it from Spain. It is an im- 
portant island for the United States." 

The Allianca incident was referred to 
and Senator Morgan said he approved the 
course of the State Department in demand- 
ing an apology and reparation. He de- 
clared that American merchantmen -can- 
not lawfully be interfered with upon the 
high seas. He expressed the opinion that 
Cuba might he annexed, and said it was a 
great mistake that San Domingo was not 
purchased when we had an opportunity. 
No such chance, he added, should be neg- 
lected in the future when we were offered 
islands in the ocean over which we could 
exercise control and which were properly 
a pari of the American continental sys- 
tem and were necessary for the pro- 
tection of our coast commerce. 

ADMIRAL MEADF.-S MOVEMEXTS. 

His Squadron Handy in Case of Trouble 
With Spain, 
WASHINGTON, March 19.— Admiral 
Meade to-day cabled the Navy Department 
that he sailed with* his squadron from 
La Guayra, Venezuela, for San Domingo. 
This move is in accordance with his pre- 
arranged itinerary, and if the plan is not 
interrupted by unexpected events the next 
points visited will be Port au Prince, Hayti, 
and then Santiago de Cuba. 

EXCITEMEXT DTIXQ OUT. 

Minister Murugua Keeps His Govern' 
ment Pouted as to Public Sentiment. 
MADRID, March VJ. — Epoca announces 
the Spanish Minister to the United States, 
Senor Murugua, has cabled to Senor 
Groisard, Minister of Foreign Affairs, that 
the excitement in the American press, owing 
to the firing upon the steamer Allianca, is 
abating. Ser.or Murugua, according to 
Epoca, added that the resentment as 
shown by Americau newspapers was never 
shared by Pre sident Cleveland. 



BAYARD'S DIFFICULT TASK. 

Asked to Seek an Explanation 
From England as to 
Nicaragua. 



Has Already Met With a Check 
in Connection With the Ve- 
nezuela Boundary. 



WASHINGTON, March 19.— It is prob- 
able thai Embassador Bayard will be in- 
structed by cable to call the attention of 
the British Government to the British 
ultimatum addressed to Nicaragua and 
ask for an explanation of British pur- 
poses. 

The subject must be handled with great 
delicacy and prudence, and, taken in con- 
nection with the attempt Bayard is mak- 
ing in accordance with the formal direc- 
tion of Congress to secure submission of 
the boundary dispute between Great 
Britain and Venezuala, it will test his 
diplomatic abilities to the utmost to main- 
tain cordial relations with the government 
to which he is accredited while persisting 
in forcing upon its attention these disagree- 
able subjects. 

It is apprehended here, in view of the 
statements made in Parliament yesterday, 
by Sir Edward Grey, the Parliamentary 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, that Mr. 
Bayard has already met with a check in 
his attempt 10 push the arbitration mat- 
ter. This would be very unfortunate just 
at this time, for it would oblige the Presi- 
dent to consider and decide what further 
steps are necessary to give effect to the in- 
tention of Congress and protect the repub- 
lic of Venezuela from encroachments upon 
her territory. 

It is felt in diplomatic circles here that 
the signs are certainly ominous of ap- 
proaching trouble in the south with British 
warships bound for Nicaragua to collect 
indemnity under duress, with a French 
war vessel bound for La Guayra. Vene- 
zuela, to take the expelled French Minister 
aboard, leaving a wide breach of diplo- 
matic relations, and with other European 
nations threatening to follow Great 
Britain's example in coercing the small 
Central and South American republics in 
the payment of debts and indemnities. 



AS 1 0 CATTLE FROM TEXAS. 

Some Misunderstanding About the South 
Dakota Proclamation. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.— At the 
Agricultural Department it is thought 
there has been a misunderstanding as 
to the proclamation of the 3overnor of 
South Dakota. It' is thought that the 
proclamation referred to is merely the 
usual one issued about this time to estab- 
lish local legislation iii conformity with 
the regulations made by the department to 
prevent the introduction of what is known 
as Texas fever among the cattle. The 
Health Department recently issued its an- 
nual report, restricting trade in Texas cat- 
tle. There is no pleuro-pneumonia in 
Texas. It is said at the Agricultural De- 
partment that the department has numer- 
ous agents in Texas, and frequent reports 
are received from them. The disease can 
not be communicated through slaughtered 
beef. 

IXTEKXAIj retexue receipts. 

Collections From the Income Tax Xow 
Cuts Some Figure in Them. 

WASHINGTON, March 19. — A state- 
ment prepared by the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue shows receipts during 
the eight months of the present fiscal year 
to have been as follows: Spirits, $59,058,- 
538; increase over the same period last 
year, $4,085,763; tobacco, $19,761 ; increase. 
$1,096,999; oleomargarine, $1,108,276, "de- 
crease, $2-28,184 ; income tax, $11,818; mis- 
cellaneous, $436,320; increase, $34.3,324. 

The total receipts for the eight months 
were $100,632,466, an increase of $5,180,622. 
During the month of February, 1893, there 
was an aggregate decrease in the receipts 
compared with February, 1894, of $1,701,- 
445. 



Tour of Investigation* 

WASHINGTON, March 19.— The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission is preparing 
for an extensive tour of the West in order 
to hear cases that have arisen in that sec- 
tion which demand adjudication. The 
rates from Pueblo and Denver to Califor- 
nia are to be inquired into. The Colorado 
people claim thai they cannot manufac- 
ture and ship rails, machinery or other 
articles successfully, while Chicago, St. 
Louis and other places on the Missouri 
River can ship the same articles to Califor- 
nia at very much lower rates.

Discourtesy Causes a Demand for 
the Recall of the Envoy From 
the Island Republic. 



WASHINGTON, March 19.— It was re- 
ported here this afternoon that Secretary 
Gresham had demanded the recall of L. A. 
Thurston, Hawaiian Minister to the United 
States, and to-night the Call correspond- 
ent received positive and reliable informa- 
tion confirmatory of this report. 

Secretary Gresham has long been of the 
opinion that Minister Thurston was indis- 
creet and discourteous in giving informa- 
tion to the press in advance of its delivery 
to the State Department. He objected 
particularly to the publication of news in 
New York papers which he believed ema- 
nated from Mr. Thurston. This was a re- 
l*>rt of the trial and sentence of certain of 
the Hawaiian conspirators, and was print- 
ed in New York on February 13. 

Several days later Mr. Gresham had an 
interview with Mr. Thurston and remon- 
strated with him. The Minister acknowl- 
edged that he may have been somewhat re- 
miss in not communicating his facts to the 
State Department before conveying thcra 
to the press, and expressed an apology. 
Mr. Gresham requested that he put his ex- 
planation in writing, and Thurston de- 
clined to do this. On February 21 Secre- 
tary Gresham asked that President Dole 
recall his Minister. Mr. Thurston admits 
the truth of this and is evidently prepar- 
ing to leave his post here. 

Secretary Gresham requested Minister 
Willis to formally communicate to the 
Hawaiian Minister of Foreign Affairs the 
fact that Minister Thurston was persona 
non grata. The communication was sent 
by mail, and news regarding its reception 
may now be on the American steamer on 
its way to San Francisco. 

The Call correspondent is reliably in- 
formed tiiat Secretary Gresham is very 
much displeased with the public utterances 
of Senor Murugua, Spanish Minister to t lie 
United States^ concerning the Allianca in- 
cident, and when this matter is disposed 
of, or perhaps sooner, he will express to 
the Spanish Government his desire that it 
appoint another diplomatic representative 
to the United States. 

Senor Murugua, with the ardor of a Span- 
iard, has allowed his tongue to wag too 
freely, and his discussion of the Allianca 
affair has been so intemperate and indis- 
creet as to greatly incense Secretary Gre- 
sham. The Minister now realizes that he 
has been too outspoken, and says that his 
statements, while positive and emphatic, 
must not be considered as an indication of 
irritability on his part, as he has no desire 
to be offensive toward United States offi- 
cials. 

It begins to look as if Cleveland and Gre- 
sham have determined to pursue a vigor- 
ous foreign policy in order to make some 
amend for their former hesitating and va- 
cillating administration of State Depart- 
ment affairs which has made them so 
unpopular. 

The Cabinet meeting to-day was almost 
entirely devoted to the several foreign 
complications on hand.

LOOTED TRUST FUXDS. 

Sensational Disclosures in tht Whisky 
Combine Scandal. 
CHICAGO, March 19.— The Tribune 
says: It is expected that the experts will 
have comp'eted their examinations of the 
books of the whisky trust for the fiscal 
year ending March 31, 1892, by the end of 
this week. 

Their report, it is asserted, will contain 
developments more sensational than any 
yet brought to light in the investigation of 
the career of the corporation. 

These developments will be made the 
foundation for suits against certain officers 
and directors of the trust to recover 
moneys which will aggregate $2,000,000 or 
more. Then, incidentally, it is said, 
they will lay bare the facts in the 
conspiracy which culminated in the 
sale of the Shufcldt distillery which was 
marked during its progress by attempts to 
destroy the distillery with dynamite, and 
by the arrest of George J. Gibson, then 
secretary of the trust, on a charge of being 
implicated in the plot. 

The receivers and others interested re- 
fused to discuss the situation. They ad- 
mitted that certain suits were in contem- 
plation, but declined to give details, saying 
the matter must first be tried in the courts. 

From other sources it is learned, how- 
ever, that the experts have found entries 
on books of the company showing that up- 
ward of $500,000 was expended soon after 
the arrest of Gibson and before the indict- 
ments against him were quashed, and for 
all this vast expenditure no debit entries 
were made. 

Further, the actual disposition of most 
of this money has been learned from 
records found in the inner vaults of the 
company at Peoria, which was opened by 
expert locksmiths. It is on these dis- 
coveries that the civil suits to recover 
money so paid will be based. Some of 
these suits may be started by the receivers, 
though these officials refused to make any 
admissions in this regard.

EXFLAIXED 11T T>R. ROOK. 

Ruling of Satolll Relating to the Fall 
River Cases. 

WASHINGTON, March 19. -The Fall 
River dispatch was shown to Mgr. Satolli 
by his assistant, Dr. Rook, who subse- 
quently explained the situation thus: 

Mgr. Satolli has written to Bishop 
Perkins of Providence, R. I., suggesting 
that the facts arc so exceptional in the 
Fall River cases that it would be well if 
the Bishop saw fit to suspend temporarily 
the application of the rule relative to 
Knights of Pythias members. 

The exceptional circumstances as 
stated to Mgr. Satolli arc that two of the 
members of a Fall River lodge are about to 
die. If thev leave that lodge they forfeit 
their insurance money, and if they stay in 
it they cannot receive the sacrament. 

Mgr. Satolli suggested that it would be 
proper to modify the rule so as to permit 
these two members to have their insur- 
ance without being debarred from the sac- 
raments. 

It also appears that the two Fall River 
lodges were exceptional in being made up 
entirely of Catholics, and for this reason 
Mgr. Satolli suggested that it might be 
desirable to suspend the rule in order that 
members might have the benefit of Easter 
sacraments. 

The suspension is not of a general char- 
acter, and is due entirely to the special 
circumstances at Fall River. Monsignor 
Satolli also wishes it understood that he 
merely advised Bishop Harkins that the 
facts warranted temporary suspension. 

FITZSIMMOXS ALL RIGHT. 

Xo Truth in the Story That the Rarer Ha* 
Paresis. 

INDIANAPOLIS. March 19.-Regarding 
the statement of Captain Glori, made at 
Newark, N. .1., saying that Bob Fitzsim- 
mons was afflicted with paresis, saying he 
had sunken cheeks, hollow eyes and a 
shambling gait, and would prove an easy 
victim for Oorbett if they should meet, 
Martin Julian, Fitzsimmons' brother-in- 
law, to-day said that Captain Glori is dis- 
cussing the subject "through the crown of 
his hat." 

"I saw Fitzsimmons less than two weeks 
ago," said Julian. '-His eyes did not shine 
like dfamonds. but he was in robust condi- 
tion and is taking the usual good care of 
himself. I cannot understand why Glori 
persists in making such statements, which 
he knows are untrue." 



WASHINGTON, March 19.-An im- 
pression prevails in some quarters that 
Postmaster-General Bissell remains, in 
office because he desires to clear up some 
business that is yet unfinished. This is 
not the case. 

"Everything is in ship-shape order," 
said Mr. Bissell, when asked about this. 
"I could move out at any time if it was 
desired by either myself or Mr. Wilson. 
The fact is I have my Washington house 
i leased until the 1st of May, and the lease 
j on my Buffalo house does not expire until 
| the same date, and I do not care to be idle 
I during the time while Mr. Wilson is not 
j yet ready to assume the duties of the 
department." 

The only regret that Mr. Bissell has in 
leaving the office is that he has not been 
able, owing to the failure of Congress to 
legislate, to carry out all of the reforms he 
had inaugurated, the greatest being that 
relating to second-class mail matter. He 
outlined his wishes on this subject in his 
annual report. He pointed out the 
enormous amount of second-class mail 
matter the Government was carrying that 
consisted neither of legitimate newspapers 
nor magazines, the publications for which 
the second-class rate was designed. Mr. 
Bissell was very much in earnest in this. 

He went to many of the leaders in Con- 
gress with his suggested reform when the 
iast session convened. 

"I was told," said he, "that if this was 
pushed at that time it would interfere w ith 
the financial measures, and that all the 
time which Congress could give to legisla- 
tion other than appropriations would be 
devoted to finances. 1 could not, of course, 
interfere with matters of such moment by 
pushing legislation in which there was less 
interest." 

It is a source of gratification to the retir- 
ing Postmaster-General that the work of 
the department is up to date and every- 
thing ready for Mr. Wilson to take hold. 

BRUTALITY OX A BOAT. 

Arrest of the Fiendish Captain of an 
Oyster Schooner. 

BALTIMORE, March 18.— Captain Jef- 
ferson Mears of the oyster schooner Gen- 
eral Haycock has been arrested, charged 
with brutal treatment of Edward Merrill, 
a member of his crew. 

The boy was stripped of his clothing 
when the wind was biowing a gale and the 
mercury was nearly down to zero. His 
wrists were crossed and tied firmly together 
and he was thus tied up to the rigging. 
He was then severely whipped. When cut 
down his thumbs were frozen. The United 
States authorities are looking for the man 
who assisted the captain in his brutalities. 



In the Diplomatic Stage. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.— Agricultu- 
ral Department officials say they have no 
recent information concerning the protests 
made by foreign Governments against the 
importation of cattle from the United 
States.

BERLIN, March 19.— The Reichstag to- 
day adopted the colonial estimates after a 
heated debate. Dr. Kayser, Director of 
the Colonial office, defended Baron von 
Wiseman's administration of German 
West Africa, which Chancellor von Caprivi 
censured last year. Bebel and Richter 
continued to demand, without avail, an in- 
quiry into the charges which they brought 
against the Colonial Department.

DEL MONTE MILLS IN PERIL. 



A Score of Horses Incinerated. 
Kilburn's Cooperage Shop 
Gone. 



Fire broke out this morning at 1:50 
o'clock in a stable on Townsend street, and 
communicated with a two-story frame 
building on the east occupied by Brown 
Brothers as a cooperage-shop. 

It also spread to the west, destroying a 
two-story frame building occupied by 
Frank Crim as a dwelling. 

It then spread to several shanties and 
stables in the rear and completely de- 
stroyed them. 

The stable was owned by Brown Bros, 
and occupied by them and by Laumeister 
of the Del Monte Flouring-mill and their 
horses. 

There were thirty-five horses in the 
stable, and it was reported at first that 
none of them escaped. 

The fire got a great start before the 
alarm was given and the Chief was obliged 
to turn in a second alarm. 

The fire destroyed Laumeister's barn on 
Stanford street, near Townsend, and with 
it over twenty head of horses, the wagons 
and drays and a large stock of hay and 
grain. 

Within a half hour after the fire started 
the barn was burned to the ground. It 
was a one-story wooden structure with a 
loft. 

The flames spread to Kilburn's cooper- 
shop, a building adjoining, and completely 
destroyed the stock in that establishment. 

Before the lire was got under control it 
had caught the dwelling next the cooper 
shop. At 2 o'clock the lire was under 
control. 

The loss is estimated at between $40,000 
and ?50,000. 

The amount of the insurance could not 
be definitely learned this morning. 

The proprietor of the cooperage shop was 
burned out two years ago. His shop was 
then on the other side of Second street. 

A small frame building adjoining the 
cooper-shop was partially destroyed. It 
was occupied by Frank Crim, a laoorer. 

His furniture was destroyed and his 
family were obliged to leave the buildine 
in their nightclothes. 

The great mill of the Del Monte Com- 
pam-;at Second and Brannan streets was in 
great danger of destruction. 

The wind bearing clouds of sparks blew 
toward it, and had it not been for the rain 
that was falling fast the huge structure 
would have been ignited. 

The fire was started by an explosion of 
chemicals in a small room in the rear of 
the cooper-shop. 

Fire from a defective flue damaged the 
three-story frame structure on Xewhall 
place, off Lombard street, to the extent of 
J200. 

Fire on Front Street. 
The alarm from box 2t>4 at 10 :45 a. m. yester- 
day was for a lire in a shed at the rear of 220 
Front street. Damage $100 ; cause, spark from 
a chimney. 



IT IS DRAMG TO A CLOSE. 

The Famous Physiognomy Case 
Will Be Submitted to 
Judge McKenna. 



Mrs. Stanton Tells Why She 
Made Many Mistakes in 
Physiology. 



The famous physiognomy case of Simms 
against Stanton is drawing to a close be- 
fore the United States Commissioner. 
The plaintiff submitted his side of the 
question some months ago, but the de- 
fendant has been very voluminous in her 
testimony, and by persisting in conducting 
her case in her own way, has caused much 
unnecessary delay. No matter what her 
counsel has had to say on the subject, Mrs. 
Stanton has persisted in "ganging her ain 
gait." In consequence, her testimony 
fairly bristles with objections made by 
Mrs. Clara Foltz, the attorney for Dr. 
Simms. 

When the case was called before United 
States Commissioner Heacock on Monday 
Attorney Wheaton for Mrs. Stanton was 
re-enforced by Fisher Ames. Mrs. Clara 
Foltz and Joseph D. Redding appeared 
for Dr. Simms. Every time the witness 
attempted to argue her own case Mrs. 
Foltz interposed an objection and Mrs. 
Stanton then continued the even tenor 
of her way. Once in a while her attor- 
neys would propound a question to her 
in the hopes of getting her to clear 
up some hazy explanation she had made, 
but as she evidently had her course mapped 
out and her testimony prearranged she 
would not deviate a hair's breadth. 

When the witness had made her explana- 
tions Mr. Redding took up the cross- 
examination. In answer to his questions 
the defendant said she had been married 
twice and that her first husband was J. T. 
Hanks. She is b'0 years of age, and at one 
time worked in the family of Horace 
Greeley. All her leisure time, according 
to her, was spent among books, and her 
hope is that some day sbe will be able to 
pass an examination and add the much- 
coveted letters "M.D." to her name. 

Redding took up the question of anat- 
omy, and read a quotation from Mrs. Stan- 
ton's book in which she says the lower 
jaw is a continuous bone. ''I know what 
you are getting at," said Mrs. Stanton. 
"That is an error and I'll admit it." 

Asked what she knew about anatomy and 
physiology she answered she was not an 
expert, but had read many medical works 
and had used them as references. Since 
Dr. Simms began suit the witness said she 
had taken lessons in anatomy and at some 
future date hoped to graduate as a physi- 
cian. She did not consider a knowledge of 
anatomy essential in writing a work on 
physiognomy. 

"What would you think of a person who 
in writing on work on physiognomy made 
233 anatomical and physiological mistakes, 
Mrs. Stanton?" asked Redding. 

"That would depend upon the magni- 
tude of the errors." was the answer. 

"Well, Mrs. Stanton, supposing the 
writer of that book put arms where legs 
ought to be and legs where arms ought to 
be, what would vou think?" 

"I know what you're getting at," was 
the tart answer. "You refer to the place 
in which I place the liver in the thoracic 
or breast cavity instead of in the stomach. 
Well, I did that for the purpose of better 
illustrating my meaning. I was five years 
writing my book, and it is not made up of 
cxeerpts from other books." 

"Can vou name one new idea in your 
book, Mrs. Sianton?" asked Redding, in 
his blandest tone. 

"Yes, the three natural divisions of the 
face," was the answer. Mrs. Stanton then

THE MINEES PfiOTEST. 

They Object to the Kailroad* Patenting 
Mineral Lands. 

Protests affecting land in Marysville, 
Los Angeles and Shasta districts to the 
amount of 390, 31,231 and 271,815 acres re- 
spectively, demanding that patents be de- 
nied the Central and Southern Pacific rail- 
roads, have been sent to the District Land 
Office by Attorney A. H. Ricketts and E. 
H. Benjamin, representing the State Min- 
ers' Association. The Marysville petition 
states that the land applied for by the 
Central Pacific is north of Xcvada City, on 
the southern side of the Yuba River, and 
partly on the Yuba, about three miles 
from Susanville, and is known mineral 
land. 

One of the Los Angeles protests against 
the claims of the Southern Pacilic says 
that all of the tracts are located in t£ie 
mining belt, near the towns or camps of 
Ferris, Menifee, Holcomb Valley, Peru, 
Alamo and Castle Creeks, Bear Valley, the 
vicinity of the Temescal tin mine and at 
La Lagutia rancho. A special protest 
is filed in the same office against the 
patenting of land to the Southern Pacific 
for the reason that they are petroleum 
lands just south of Buena Vista Lake. 

In the Redding district three protests 
are filed against the Central Pacific. In the 
lirst of these the sections sought to be pat- 
ented are in such well-known mineral re- 
gions as Bully Chap Mountain, Redding 
Creek and Cow Creek to D^lta on the rail- 
road and Harney and Pitt River on the 
south, and from "Trinity River on the west 
to Buzzard's Roost, Hendricks and Harney 
on the east. The second protest covers the 
lands applied for by the railroad between 
Susanville and Callahan's, and from Mug- 
ginsville north to near the Oregon boun- 
dary line. The third and last affects lands 
near Highland Mist and French Gulch, in 
Shasta County. 

Other protests are to be made, amount- 
ing in all to about 500,000 acres.

By-Laws for the Government 
of the Organization Are 
Adopted. • 



Getting Ready for the Ball on 
April 18— A Good Word for 
the " Call." 



There was a large attendance at the 
meeting of the Barbers' Association last 
night in Foresters' Hall. 

The committee on by-laws presented its 
report, and with the exception of one 
clause, it was adopted for the government 
of the organization.

Mr. Aubertine drew attention to the fact 
that the time for the ball to be given for 
the benefit of the union was drawing near, 
and that every member ought to do nis ut- 
most to dispose of tickets, for the money 
to be obtained from that source would go 
far toward placing the association on a 
substantial basis. 

The ball will be given in B.JB. Hall on 
the night of the 18th of April, and every 
member was urged to use his power of 
speech to induce customers who visit the 
shops to purchase at least one ticket. 
From the reports of the committee of ar- 
rangements, up to date, it appears that the 
affair will be very enjoyable. 

The employment secretary reported the 
number of positions he had obtained for 
members during the week and announced 
that twelve candidates for membership 
had been elected. 

Fred J. Breitevisch, the treasurer, stated 
that he wished to call the attention of the 
association -to one matter. "You have no 
doubt all noticed," said be, "that the San 
Francisco Call, the coming paper of this 
city and State, has been very kind to our 
association. It has devoted a great deal of 
space to our meetings to help us along, 
and it is only right that we should recog- 
nize its good work by becoming patrons of 
it."

The Property in Dispute Valued 
at Over One Billion 
Dollars. 



The 8an Francisco heirs of Aneke Jans 
Webber are preparing to make one more 
desperate struggle to secure their birth- 
right. This means, if successful, the pos- 
session of all the property in New York 
City now held by the Trinity Church cor- 
poration and variously estimated to be 
worth from $000,000,000 to $1,000,000,000. 

Among the prominent San Francisco 
people interested in Trinity's millions may 
be mentioned James tie La Montanya, 
Mrs. A. \V. Fetter, Mrs. E. L. Rronson, 
Mrs. Halstead, Mrs. J. U. McGhee, Mrs. 8. 
Harrison, Mrs. Schriner, Professor Martin 
C. Gee, Mrs. Griffin, James dc Wittand the 
Kip heirs. The property for which these 
descendants of the royal nouse of Holland 
sue embraces 102 acres of land in New 
York, all more or less improved. Trinity 
Church itself is involved, along wilh nu- 
merous tenement blocks. Aneke Webber, 
or as she was christened, Aneke Jans Web- 
ber, was a daughter of Wolfert Webber, 
who took the crown of Holland about the 
year 1600. Aneke Jans married Jans Koel- 
offson, and coming to America in 1633 set- 
tled in New Amsterdam, New York. On 
the death of Koeloffson the citadel of her 
affections was vigorously attacked by 
Dominie Bverardua Bogardus, the then 
leading clergyman of New Amsterdam. 
As soon as the blithesome captivat- 
ing widow could becomingly dry her 
tears she married the bean of the 
-settlement, four children resulting from 
the match. It is from this second marriage 
that the San Francisco and Pacific Coast 
heirs trace their relationship to Aneke 
Jans and consequent right to Trinity's vast 
possessions. 

It is alleged by them that this belle of 
earlier days secured the proj>ertv under a 
grant from the Dutch Governors Von 
Twlller and Stuyvesant in njao am i 1654, 
which grant was confirmed by the Knglish 
Governor Nichols in 1664. "The Trinity 
Church corpomtion secured control of the 
property for a long term of years, and 
when the lease expired in lsxy'refuscd to 
give it up.. No one could be found who 
was willing to make the tight until Mrs. 
F. Keplen of New Albany, Ind., conceived 
the idea of organizing Aneko Jans associa- 
tions iu every city where heirs could be 
found. 

The local heirs are particularly enthusi- 
astic over the announcement " that the 
State of New York has again taken the 
matter in hand and will see to it that they 
get justice if nothing more. 

Mrs. A. W. Fctten, a sister of James de 
la Montanya, the stove merchant, in speak- 
ing of the impending contest yesterday, 
expressed the utmost confidence in secur- 
ing a decision favorable to the heirs, 
though she was sure the Trinity corpora- 
tion would employ anv means to defeat 
them. 

"This is the first time." said Mrs. Fet- 
ten, "that the heirs have gone about the 
thing in the right way. In the past there 
lias been no concert of action on the part 
of those interested and only one result — 
jjnlure— could come from such a course. 
a wo years ago the San Francisco descend- 
ants of Aneke Jans met in this room and 
formed the San Francisco Aneke Jan

evict a tenant before the expiration of the 
lease. Trinity leased the property from 
the Aneke Jans heirs for a term of years, 
and now continues to hold it under a grant 
claimed to have been issued them by Iio'rd 
Cornbury in 1700. If they hold such a 
grant it" is illegal, because Aneke Jans 
owned the property under grants issued by 
two Dutch Governors and later continued 
by the English. When the lease expired 
six years ago there was no one to . tight 
Trinity until Mrs. Kepler came to the 
front. She has the original grant in her 
possession and also the will of Aneke Jans. 
Three years ago the Trinity corporation 
offered to vacate the property if the heirs 
would pay for the improvements. We in- 
dignantly refused this proposition, because 
the improvements reverted to the heirs at 
the expiration of the lease.

TWO MEN IN THE "TANKS." 



They Are Suspected of Being 
Implicated in the Stagg 
Murder. 



One of Them Identified by Rob- 
ert Hagerty as His 
Assailant. 



Two men arc in the "tanks" at the City 
Prison who may or may not have had any- 
thing to do with the murder of Cornelius 
Stagg at the Ingleside House. One of 
them, James Baley, the peddler, arrested 
on the San Bruno road on Sunday night, 
has been previously referred to. It is not 
believed seriously that he was implicated 
in the robbery or murder, and why he 
should be detained is a puzzle, unless it is 
to keep him out of harm's way, owing to 
his past record. 

The other-is H. Meyers, a bunko-man. 
In November last, when Robert D. Hag- 
erty was held up and shot in his saloon at 
the Cliff House by two men wearing masks 
and long gray linen dusters, he said he 
thought he knew one of the men. He 
afierward denied saying so, but since the 
Stagg murder he has again asserted his be- 
lief that he could identify the man. The 
description tallied with that of Meyers and 
he was arrested. Yesterday Hagerty vis- 
ited the prison and declared positively that 
Meyers was the man. Meyers is equally 
positive that Hagerty is mistaken, and 
says he can bring forward a hundred wit- 
nesses, if necessary, to prove an alibi. 

It is the general impression that the two 
men who are wanted for Stagg's murder 
are the two who committed the robberies 
at Hagerty 's saloon in November and about 
five weeks ago. 

Sheriff Cunningham of Stockton was at 
police headquarters yesterday. He has 
been on the trail of the two robbers who 
held up the eastbound overland express 
train on March 3 at Ben AH, a wayside 
station near Sacramento. The two train- 
robbers were described as about 5 feet 10 
inches tall, dressed in linen dusters and 
wearing white slouch hats and white 
masks. In everything except the height 
of one they correspond with the robbers 
wanted for Stagg' s murder and the Hagerty 
robberies. In view of this fact the Sheriff's 
visit is significant. 

The remains of CorneliusiStagg were in- 
terred in laurel Hill cemetery yesterdav 
afternoon. The funeral, which was largely 
attended, took place from the residence of 
his cousin, Mrs. Josephine Oldis, 460 Che- 
nery street.

The remains of Cora Kverett, the actress who 
was murdered last Sunday, were consigned to 
mother earth in the Odd Fellows' Cemetery 
yesterday. The friends among whom she 
worked raised a subscription-anil saw that the 
body had Christian burial Charles 8.

The postponed sale of four pieces of 
property belonging to the estate of Mrs. 
Kate Johnson came before Judge Coffey 
yesterday. The sales were not confirmed, 
however, even though a 10-per-cent raise 
had been made in each case, as the court 
considered the prices too small in war- 
ranting a confirmation of the sales. The 
confirmation of the bids offered yesterday 
was therefore postponed until next Mon- 
day afternoon. 

The property offered yesterday and 
which included the only lots which were 
not finally confirmed to the highest bid- 
ders a week ago were the lifty-vara lot on 
the northwest corner of Golden Gate ave- 
nue and Leavenworth street, the rtfty-vara 
lot on the southwest corner of Leaven- 
worth and O'Farrell streets, which was 
used by Mrs. Johnson as a residence, and 
two lots in the outside lands. For tne 
Golden Gate avenue lot Thomas J. Clunie 
had bid $74,000. It was appraised at $120,- 
000. Yesterday James D. l'helan raised 
this bid 10 per cent, making it $81,400, and 
this Mr. Clunie declined to increase. He 
claimed the bids offered at the sale should 
have been affirmed by the court last week, 
when higher bids were called for and none 
appeared. 

Should this bid of Mr. Phelan be con- 
firmed Clunie intends to make a legal 
fight for the property. 

The bid of $45,000 for the residence prop- 
erty, made last week by J. J. O'Farrell, 
was yesterday raised by'N. H. Lang the re- 
quired 10 per cent, making it $49,500. The 
residence property was appraised at $65,- 
000. This bid was also laid aside until 
Monday next. Mr. Lang was bidding for 
Joseph Hume. 

The outside lots, one in block 25 and the 
other in block 799, were raised, the former 
to $1650 and the latter to $4750. Neither 
bid was anywhere near the appraised valu- 
ation and they, too, were passed until 
Monday.

The Sailors' Union has declared war 
against the ship-owners, and a strike is on 
all along the coast from San Diego to 
Pugct Sound. For more than two years 
the rate of wages on the coast has been $25 
a month, and now the seamen demand $35. 
They have chosen a most opportune time 
for making the demand as sailors from 
this on will be more scarce than at any 
period during the year. The sealers and 
most of the whalers have gone away, and 
now preparations are being made to send 
out the big Alaskan fleet. The latter will 
require at least 200 men, and from that 
number to 300, and this will naturally 
create a scarcity of seamen on the beach. 

The last strike which was held on the 
coast resulted in a long list of abuses and 
assaults, terminating in the blowing up of 
John Curtin's boarding-house on Main 
street by dynamite, in which three men 
were killed. This is about a year and a 
half ago, and since then the union has not 
made any demonstration. The Ship- 
owners' Association secured all the sailors 
necessary for the coast trade and no in- 
quiry was made as to whether the men en- 
rolled on its books were members of the 
Sailors' Union. The latter has been 
quietly working for nearly a year gather- 
ing the association's men into its ranks 
uniil now nearly all of them are union 
meu. This has been done so that when 
the word to go out is given the associa- 
tion's vessels will be deserted. The ship- 
owners are not dismayed by the condition 
of affairs and claim that tliey can get all 
the deep-water men they want. The most 
serious trouble will occur at other ports. 

The demand of the union for an increase 
in wages went into effect on Monday after- 
noon. The bark McXear was readv to go 
to sea yesterday morning, but on Monday 
night five of the crew were taken out of 
the vessel. The men were replaced by 
John Cain yesterday and the McNear 
sailed in the afternoon. The crew of the 
J. M. Coleman was taken out yesterday 
after a battle, but the schooner sailed in 
the afternoon. "Scab" Johnnie furnishing 
a crew for $22 50 a man. The crew of the 
Lyman D. Foster quit on Monday night, 
but this, it is claimed, was caused by the 
men being compelled to work overtime. 

The bark Wilna is to sail for the Sound 
to-day, but she has not yet secured a crew. 
Last night four "scabs" were secured to 
shift her, and her sails were quietly bent 
in the darkness. To-day a crew of uegroes 
will be put on board', and the Wilna's 
owners hope to get her off. The Sailors' 
Union will *and firm on their proiKisition, 
and the men express confidence in their 
ability to win the strike, and at the Ship- 
owners' Association it was stated that 
every vessel belonging to 1 he association 
will sail on time with a full crew at the 
wages of $25 a month. So the fight goes, 
and the strike promisesjto be a long one. 

The meeting last night crowded Sailors' 
Hall to its limits. There were fully 400 
sailors present, a large number being" non- 
union men. The meeting was presided 
over by L. Hoy. 

A number of addresses were made call- 
ing upon those present to stand with the 
union for its demand ; reviewing the causes 
of the strike, the reduction of the number 
of men in the crews of both sailing and 
steam vessels, the lengthening of the nours 
and the series oi complaints that have 
brought about the trouble. 

Resolutions were adopted seconding the 
action of the union of the previous even- 
ing and declaring that all present would 
stand together in their demands for $35 
and $40. 

RE7ENaE~d rTA~0BA ZY WOMAN. 

Mrs. Honora Johnston Attempts to Bum 
Down a Bow or Houses. 

Fire Marshal Towe and the police were 
notified yesterday of a case ot attempted 
arson by a woman who is said to be act- 
uated by motives of revenge. 

Yesterday afternoon James Sullivan, 
who lives at 3620 Sacramento street, called 
at the Fire Marshal's office and complained 
that a woman had attempted to burn down 
his house. He said he was awakened be- 
tween 2 and 3 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing by the loud tones of a woman's voice. 
He heard her say, "I'll blow this house up 
or set it on fire with coal oil." He got out 
of bed and recognized the woman as Mr<. 
Honora Johnston, who had been evicted by 
the Sheriff from No. 3626 about two vears 
ago. The row of houses belong to William 
Hale, and since then she has threatened to 
burn them down. Two weeks ago she 
destroyed the fence between Sullivan's 
house and his next door neighbor's. 

Sullivan and his wife sat up, and it was 
not till 6 o'clock that Mrs. Johnston left. 
After she had gone they went to the rear 
of the house una found two sacks saturated 
with coal oil and placed against some 
lattice work. The bottom boards of the 
building were covered with oil and a large 
quantity had been poured through a knot 
hole. A lot of burned matches were scat- 
tered about and there was every evidence 
that an attempt had been made to burn 
down the builuing. 

The Fire Marshal took Sullivan to Cap- 
tain Douglass, who sent Policeman Cohn 
to arrest Mrs. Johnston. As the woman 
appeared to be out of her mind she was 
taken to the Receiving Hospital to await 
her examination before the Insanity Com- 
missioners. _ 

OF INTEREST TO US. 

Kills Now in the Governor's Hands for 
Signature or Veto. 
Among the bills in the hands of tho Gov- 
ernor for signature or veto are a number of 
interest to San Francisco. One provides 
for the construction of the completed part 
of the new City Hall, and another author- 
izes the Supervisors to levy a tax of 10 cents 
this year for the completion of the new 
City Hall; another provides for the erec- 
tion of a new City Hall on the site of the 
old one. 

Another bill provides for a new Home 
for Inebriates, to be erected by the city; 
another provides for a $250,000 building for 
the affiliated colleges in San Francisco. 

The new primary election law, which 
applies to San Francisco and Los Angeles, 
provides that the primary will be a general 
election, all parties participating, and an- 
other Assemoly bill provides for the ap- 
pointment of a new Board of Election Com- 
missioners by the Mayor, which board will 
appoint a registrar; two members of the 
board will hold over. Another Assembly 
bill requires lodging-house keepers to keep 
a list of their lodgers and report them to 
the Election Commissioners. This is to 
prevent stuffing. 

The schoolteachers' annuity bill is 
among the list, providing for $45 a month 
annuity to all teachers upon retirement 
after twenty yerss' service. 

Another bill provides for the establish- 
ment of sanitary districts and the election 
of a sanitary board, who may regulate the 
existence of saloons and houses of ill-fame 
within the district. Other bills are those 
•requiring that old soldiers shall be given 
preference for employment on public 
works ; prohibiting companies not members 



of the National Guard from parading with 
guns in the streets: the barbers' Sunday 
rest bill; the bill providine for the repeal 
of the street railroad fare'acf of 1878, and 
that all franchises shall be sold to the 
highest bid der. 

PRTJIT TRA NSPOR TATION. 

New Method of Packing Invented by a 

San Franciscan. 

There is probably no one matter which is 
receiving the same attention at present at 
the hands of the Railroad Commission as 
that of fruit transportation and the fact 
being generally known leads to that body 
recciving many suggestions on the subject, 
many of which are possessed of merit. 

Dr. H. L. McKillops of this city has sub- 
mitted to the body named a new method 
of packing deciduous fruits, which it is 
claimed is destined to find general favor. 

The plan is to place each orange (that 
class of fruit being taken merely for illus- 
trative purposes) in a pasteboard circle, 
which prevents contact with the other 
fruit and which causes the most thorough 
ventilation. 

The present style boxes can be used and 
any shape of fruit can be packed therein. 
No expert packers are required, and the 
pasteboard circle is said to be as cheap as 
wrapping paper. 

It is said that eight tons more of ftuit 
can be shipped in a car by this method 
than by that of refrigeration. 

Tho method is more fully explained in a 
communication to the board from the in- 
ventor and which will probably be pub- 
lished. *

From the Top of Mount Diablo 
by Means of the Helio- 
graph. 



Arrangements hare been perfected by 
which the next time the weather man has 
good reason to believe the sun will rise in 
a clear sky, next day on any given day a 
message will be flashed by its light from 
the Bummit of Mount Diablo to the Capi- 
tol building at Sacramento, a distance of 
thirty miles. 

C. J. Atwater, an officer of the Fourth 
Brigade N. G. C. Signal Corps, was in the 
city yesterday conferring with Captain A. 
A. Hanks concerning the matter, and the 
arrangements were completed. The corps 
is enthusiastic over its system of tele- 
graphy and is taking every opportunity to 
test and perfect it. A four-inch heliograph 
will be employed. Speaking of the pro- 
posed experiment yesterday, Captain 
Hanks said: 

"If we succeed— about which there can 
be only the question of weather — it will be 
the longest signaling that has ever been 
done in the State. Bnt that is not saying 
much, for, with an eight-inch heliograph, 
signaling has recently been done in Ari- 
zona for stretches of 160 miles straight— no 
intervening station. 

"The heliograph is simply a mirror 
arranged with adjustable screws on a tri- 
pod with a shutter in front, so as to inter- 
rupt the light at pleasure. It is adjusted 
to reflect the sun's rays toward the distant 
station and then the "shutter is operated so 
as to throw short and long flashes, which 
form a code of letters as do the dots and 
dashes of the telegraph instrument. 

"When we are assured of good weather 
for the following morning a detail of eight 
men will leave San Francisco some day at 
noon, reaching Pine Canyon, four miles 
from Walnut Creek, the same evening. 
We will bivouac there that night and start 
for the summit in time to reach it by sun- 
rise. From the summit Sacramento is a 
fiat thing in the far distance. 

"We know that it lies 20 degrees east of 
north, but we do not know the location of 
the station there nor the depression to be 
worked to, but as the sun rises the gilded 
dome of the Capitol catches and holds its 
light, and we can adjust our instrument to 
it, for the Sacramento station is to be 
located there. Then we can talk to them 
by the flashing of our heliograph — onlv a 
four-inch bit of mirror — just as two tele- 
graphers may do over the wire. 

"The heliograph is an American inven- 
tion, having been used during the latter 
part of the Civil War. It afterward did 
conspicuous service in the trouble with the 
Indians,, and especially in the capture of 
(ieronimo. This is another illustration of 
the irony of fate, too, for the idea was 
really stolen from the Indians. 

. "The efficiency of the heliograph in the 
matter of speed, distance and the certainty 
of its methods is heightened greatlv by the 
fact that persons outside the line of its 
communication cannot see it. With flag 
or fire signals any one in all the country 
round who can see the flagman mav inter- 
pret the message. The flash of the helio- 
graph spreads only a fraction above forty- 
nine feet in a mile. 

"The signal service of the National 
Guard at present consists of four corps; 
forty in San Francisco (the oldest corps), 
twenty at Los Angeles, ten each at Stock- 
ton and Sacramento. The new National 
Guard law reduces the number of corps to 
three, but strengthens the numbers of 
each. 

"Who pays the expenses of these experi- 
ments? Practically the men themselves. 
There is a small quarterly allowance, and 
if we can save anything out of the allow- 
ance for armory rent or otherwise we are 
permitted to use that, but it is insufficient 
for practical experiments of this kind and 
the men have to pay the deficiency them- 
selves."

GEORGE A. WORN IS DEAD. 



rasping of a Prominent 
Pioneer. 

George A. Worn, a pioneer of California 
and for many years a well-knowii business 
man of this city, died yesterday at his resi- 
dence, in Ross Valley, near San Rafael, 
after a long and tedioiis illness. 

Deceased was born in Dublin, Ireland, in 
1826, and at an early age came to this coun- 
try, making his way to California, in search 
of gold and fortune, in 1849. In the fol- 
lowing year he formed a partnership with 
the late Captain M. Waterman, the firm of 
Waterman ,fc Worn being one of the best 
known produce firms of early days. He 
accumulated a handsome forture, which 
was augmented when he married the 
daughter of the late James D. Ross, after 
whom Ross Valley was named. 

Later he went into the real-estate busi- 
ness, representing the large interests of 
James Phelan.-James Bell, the late Robert 
Sherwood and others, by whom his un- 
questioned integrity and great business 
ability were highly valued. 

He leaves a widow and five children, a 
sister and brother in Dublin, and another 
sister, Mrs. William Richardson, in this 
city. The funeral will take place from the 
family residence and will be strictly 
private. 

Persecuting a Deputy. 

Annie Larsen entered the Assessor's office 
yesterday afternoon and raised a disturbance 
by abusing DanlerMaloney, one of the depu- 
ties. She was considerably under the influ- 
ence of liquor. Malonev went to police head- 
quarters, followed by Annie, and he had her ar- 
rested for drunkenness. She fought with the 
officer all the way to the prison and made such 
a noise while there that she was put in the 
dark cell. She has an insane idea that Ma- 
lonev dispossessed hermotherof some property 
on Eleventh street, near Folsom, and has re- 
peatedly caused him annoyance. In Septem- 
ber and October last five incendiary fires oc- 
curred on Eleventh* and Folsom streets, and as 
she had threatened to Fire Marshal Towe to 
burn down Maloncy's houses it was suspected 
that she knew something about the fires.

AIT EARNEST^ BODY. 

The resolutions adopted yesterday by the 
Manufacturers' Convention areas earnest 
as they are eloquent. The central princi- 
ples announced are co-operation between 
manufacturers and producers, and between 
these and laborers; the development of 
new enterprises and the encouragement of 
those which are languishing ; the gathering 
into one fold of all who are concerned 
in the production and marketing of 
useful commodities; the fostering of 
good feeling and co-operation between 
shippers and transportation companies; 
the employment of labor (by the aid 
of the State, if necessary); the fos- 
tering of friendly relations between labor- 
ers and employers, and a preference for 
Home products. A wise and simple, 
though extensive, scheme for carrying out 
the organization (which is to be made per- 
manent) has been worked out and adopted. 

Other matters of comparatively minor 
importance, though essential to the com- 
pleteness of the scheme, have been decided 
upon, but for the purposes of understand- 
ing the broad spirit of the undertaking the 
foregoing summary is sufficient. The ear- 
nestness, ability and fidelity of the men 
who have assumed this vast undertaking 
cannot be doubted. The substance of it all is 
the harmonizing and co-operation of all the 
vital forces which go to the upbuilding of 
a commonwealth. Capital is not placed 
paramount. Laborers and artisans are 
recognized as essential members of the 
great human family, and as vital factors 
in the prosperity of the State and in the 
wholesome administration of the laws. 
They are regarded as members of the social 
and economic compact, entitled to respect 
and consideration, and to a reasonable 
share of the benefits and pleasures of life. 

A particularly pleasing phase of the 
whole matter is the determination to 
break down the bitter antagonism which 
so long has existed between the people and 
the transportation companies. Evidently 
recognizing the fact that there is really but 
one transportation company— tho great 
one— between which and the people there 
is any antagonism, the resolutions un- 
mistakably imply the encouragement 
of transportation companies which 
shall spring from the people them- 
selves. They recognize the fact that 
the old conditions have existed too long, 
and that if the State shall prosper a 
new order of things must be created. We 
believe that the sentiment of the conven- 
tion would have been expressed more 
forcibly and directly and would have ap- 
pealed more strongly to the people if a 
resolution had been adopted expressly 
approving the San Joaquin Valley Rail- 
road. With due respect for the wisdom of 
the convention, and at the same time with 
a perfect understanding of the dignified 
popular sentiment on this subject, we re- 
spectfully suggest that the convention 
adopt a resolution clearly expressing this 
sentiment. 

It is with the profoundest admiration, 
pride and gratitude that the Call extends 
its congratulations to the people of Cali- 
fornia for having their interests so wisely 
and broadly represented as by these men 
assembled in convention. The expression 
thus given is that of the organized manli- 
ness and intelligence of California, and 
comes in good time to wipe out the unde- 
served reputation under .which we have 
suffered so long. 4 



PEUIT SUPPLY EUMOES, 



With the approach of the fruit season 
come the first of the reports which are cir- 
culated every year concerning the condi- 
tion of the crop and the amount of stock 
left over from last year. These reports in 
many instances are undoubtedly intended 
to affect the market price and always have 
more or less influence in that way. For- 
tunately one set of reports are almost im- 
mediately contradicted by another set, for 
the effect of each is thus largely counter- 
acted and the unwary are saved from put- 
ting a too implicit reliance upon either. 

An illustration of these contradictions 
was found in the dispatches of yesterday. 
One report, contributed to the New York 
Journal of Com meree, stated that supplies 
of apricots on the l'acifie Coast are known 
to be large at primary points and liberal in 
distributive markets. This statement 
was contradicted iu another dispatch on 
the authority of one of the largest dealers 
on the coast, who estimated that the en- 
tire supply in California at the present 
time would not exceed seventy-five car- 
loads. Well, informed men know which of 
these two reports is most likely to be cor- 
rect, but a great many people do not and 
as a result some of the unwary may be led 
to sell at prices which are far below the 
real value of the goods. 

The evil effects of this confusion of re- 
ports are more likely to be experienced by 
the growers than by members of any other 
branch of the fruit industry. They are 
less able to obtain information for them- 
selves and are more readily confused by 
the multiplicity of contradictory rumors. 
This is one of the strongest inducements 
for co-operative effort. Through State ex- 
changes information can be obtained much 
more accurately and much more compre- 
hensively than individuals can get it. In 
that way the growers can find some sure 
knowledge to guide themselves through 
the m u tuai contradictions of bu lis and bears 
and obtain for their crops a price commen- 
surate with their value in the market of 
the season. 

As a general rule, therefore, the fruit- 
growers of California should co-operate 
throuuh the State or their county ex- 
changes as far as possible and should 
avoid making contracts in advance. It is 
far too eariy iu the season to determine 
what the prices will be when the fruit is 
ripe. They ought to be good. There is 
certainly Dot much dried fruit in this State 
left over from last year. If the fruit- 
growers then will act together and stand 
firm without regard to rumors and reports, 
they ought to have a prosperous year be- 
fore them. 



THE OBYSTAL PALACE. 

England is in danger of losing a building 
in which all the civilized world has an in- 
terest. According to the London Chronicle 
the Crystal Palace at Sydenham has proven 
unremunerative of late years and as the 
development of rapid transit from London 
has made the site valuable for suburban 
residences, the proprietors are talking of 
tearing the palace down, dividing the park 
into small lots and selling it. 

The chief interest in the Crystal Palace 
lies in the fact that it is the first great 
building of iron and glass wrer constructed 
in the world. It stands therefore as a 
monument of the beginning of a line of 
architecture distinctively modern, which 
has since been developed in so many forms 
iu every civilized country and promises 
to be the dominant architecture of the 
future. In addition to this, it has the ac- 
cidental interest of having served to bouse 
the exhibits of the first world's exposition, 
and has therefore a double value from an 
historic point of view. 

When the Crystal Palace was suggested 
by Joseph Paxton as a possible building 
for the first universal exposition in Lon- 
don, it was ridiculed. Paxton was neither 
an architect nor an engineer and the digni- 
taries of both professions scoffed at his 



idea as that of an unpracticed amateur. 
He was, however, neither unpracticed nor 
an amateur. As a professional gardener, 
he had erected a large floral conservatory 
for the Duke of Devonshire, and he knew 
as no other man of his time the wonder- 
ful possibilities of structure that lay iu the 
use of iron and glass, and fortunately he 
was able to induce the managers of the ex- 
position to adopt his plans. 

It is worth noting that his success was 
due to purely fortuitous circumstances. 
No method of speedy travel on city streets 
was known at that time. A suburban ex- 
position was therefore impossible, for the 
people could not have reached it. Hyde 
Park was the only ground available in the 
city, but the park was covered with noble 
trees and the city authorities would not 
consent that the trees should be cut down. 
No other architect could solve the diffi- 
culty. Paxton's bold and original scheme 
of constructing a vaulted roof of glass over 
the tops of the trees was therefore accepted 
of necessity. It proved to be the most ad- 
mired feature of the exposition and served 
to direct the attention of men to the use of 
iron in architecture, and thereby began the 
movement in that direction which has had 
such vast results in our time. 

Removed from Hyde Park to Sydenham 
at the close of the exposition, the Crystal 
Palace has been ever since one of the most 
popular pleasure resorts iu London. Con- 
structed of the frailest of building ma- 
terials and serving as a palace for the 
people instead of for kings, it affords a 
marked contrast to the oldest extant archi- 
tecture, that of the pyramids. The one 
appears as a symbol of modern civilization; 
bright, beautiful, full of sunshine and open 
for the delight of all. The other dark, 
gloomy, oppressive, serving only as a tomb 
for kings, seems also a symbol of the des- 
potism of the past. It would have been 
well could this first Crystal Palace have 
been preserved as a type of the long en- 
during civilization of the people, but it 
seems that this is not to be. The palace of 
sunshine goes down before the rapidly ad- 
vancing city, while the pyramids of des- 
potism stand secure amid the .isolation of 
the desert for a thousand years to come. 



THE WEAKNESS OF SPAIN. 

In ability to hold dominion over her 
colonies, Spain has been the weakest of all 
the European nations. One by one her de- 
pendencies have slipped from her grasp, 
and yet those which were discovered and 
seized by her daring navigators and splen- 
did troops in the centuries gone were the 
richest in the world. All the magnificent 
empire lying south of the Rio Grande was 
once a dependency of the Spanish crown, 
except the comparatively poor areas which 
Portugal held. These all have been lost to 
her. The last considerable remnant of her 
territory in the West is Cuba, which has 
never been reconciled to Spanish domina- 
tion, and which is repeatedly making des- 
perate efforts to be rid of it. It is not likely 
that the present rebellion will be success- 
ful, as, having already lost so much 
precious territory, Spain is retaining a 
desperate hold on this wonderful island 
and will not give it up. 

Her treatment of her dependencies has 
been a w arning to all of Christendom ex- 
cept herself. Her methods of subduing, 
governing and levying tributo upon them 
have been cruel, tyrannical and insatiable 
from the beginning. The unspeakable 
atrocities committed bv Cortez in the con- 
quest of Mexico bore the same spirit that 
animates the Government of Cuba today. 
Her own history has taught her nothing, 
possibly because her racial peculiarities 
make it impossible for her to learn. No 
sooner had she freed herself from the yoke 
of the Moors, which had galled her neck 
for .WO years, than she set out upon a 
course of subjugation, pillage and oppres- 
sion that put the worst atrocities of the 
Moors to the blush. She learned nothing 
of humaneness from her own sufferings, 
and has acquired no wisdom from her own 
failures or the success of her neighbors in 
Europe. England needed but one great 
lesson — the successful, rebellion of her 
American colonies— to make her the most 
humane and the strongest ruler of alien 
dependencies that the world has seen. 
Had Rome shown but a fraction of her 
wisdom she might have remained the ruler 
of the world. It was much such a policy 
as Spain's in this regard that brought 
Carthage, Greece and Rome to the dnst. 

The condition of Cuba seems hopeless, 
and all civilization must look on helpless 
and pitying. It is altogether out of joint 
with the spirit of the age, and would be a 
dark picture even for the savage times that 
preceded the dawn of Christianity. The 
Spanish authorities rule the natives with a 
superciliousness, an insolence and a tyr- 
anny almost incredible. Only an over- 
whelming swarm of bayonets to inspire 
terror, and cruel domestic taxation and 
both export and import duties that insure 
poverty, ignorance and humbleness, could 
make such a suzerainty possible. There 
is hardly a foreign power having citizens 
resident on the island but that must either 
keep gunboats in the Cubart harbors for 
their protection or be constantly in a broil 
with Spain for outrages committed upon 
them. Capital there is insecure and the 
profits of its investment uncertain. Al- 
though the island is known to be wonder- 
fully fertile and to be rich in valuable min- 
eral deposits the development of its natu- 
ral resources has been shamefully neg- 
lected. 

The question of the annexation of Cuba 
to the Tinted States is too old to be inter- 
esting. If Spain should consent to sell the 
island she would demand at least as much 
as would pay her an interest equal to hi r 
present net revenues from that source; 
and that likely It too large to bring the 
subject of annexation within the range of 
discussion. There seems to be no present 
hope for Cuba. If, in the good time com- 
ing, the great nations should agree upon 
an international policy under which some- 
thing like an international law of eminent 
domain could be enforced, the right to 
exercise such power as that under which 
Cuba suffers might be tried and con- 
demned, reasonable damages awarded, 
and the highway of civilization and inde- 
pendence established.

Otis A. Poole, a Yokohama tea man, Is in the 
city stopping at the Palace.

Poole Is greatly interested in the sale of the 
national beverage of Japan he takes a special 
delight in roaming around among the race ol 
little brown men with his kodak and finds his 
recreation in snap-shot pictures. He has taken 
more photographs of the Japanese people than 
any other amateur in the country and is still 
stacking up his record. He can be seen any 
time plodding along a dusty road outside the 
city hunting for a rice-picker or laboring 
through a mudflat In the hope of snapping a 
clam-digger. If an y one ever had a hobby it is 
Otis A. Poole, the man who above all others in 
the land of chrysanthemums, has the camera 
craze.

Mr. Poole appeared 
on the front 4>orch iu his dressing-gown, se- 
lected the man he wanted, paid the rest a yen 
each and dismissed them. That night the 
Chief of Police called up the officers who had 
made appointments off their beats and lined 
them two yen each. 

"There goes a Aan I used to work for at $25 
h month," said Isaac Upturn, the valley road di- 
rector, yesterday, as a stoutly built, dark com- 
plexioned man walked out of the iormer's office 
and slarted down the street. "His name is 
Paul Rause," said Mr. I'pham, "and in 1800 
he ran a blaf iksiitith-fbop aud a store about 
thirty miles above Marys, ille.

M. H. Herman, a gentleman who has until 
quite recently been largely Interested In to- 
bacco-growing in Cuba, and has made that 
island his home for many years past. Is In the 
city, and In a conversation at the Occidental 
yesterday referred to some significant facts re- 
lating to the present uprising in that country. 
"The information given out to the general pub- 
lic," said he, "Invariably la unfavorable to the 
revolutionary party, but w hen we consider that 
all this news comes from (iovernment sources 
there is nothing surprising In the matter. In 
1868, when the uprising occurred, It took the 
rebels four months to work from the lower end 
of the Island to a poiut 000 miles to the north- 
west and westward; but in the present in- 
stances they have succeeded In working their 
way 1000 miles into the interior. The. island 
will yet be involved from one end to the other 
and the Spanish Government will yet be com- 
pelled to acknowledge that it has a serious con- 
flict on Its hands." 

Dr. Leslie D. Ward, vice-president of the 
Prudential Life Insurance Company of Newark, 
N. J., is at the Palace. The organization men- 
tioned is a peculiar one iu the insurance 
world. It was started about nlnetech years 
ago and it derives Its principal business from 
insuring working people and children. Youth 
does not bar an applicant for a policy, as the 
company insures children from one year old 
up. The plan has gained an immense support 
in the East because of its cheapness, it being 
possible to secure a policy which will cost the 
insured only $2 50 a year in premiums, the 
payments being made in weekly installments 
as low as 5 and 10* cents per week. Tnere is 
no such company doing business on this coast, 
nor is there likely to be, as Dr. Ward says that 
it is only where a very ln rg e population can be 
found in a small area of territory that the 
business can be made profitable.

THE STATUE FOB THE DOME. 

City Hall CoiumUalunera Make Small 
Progress With It. 

Though the Board of City Hall Commis- 
sioners has made many attempts to find 
out the exact composition of the white 
metal which the contract of P. Marion 
Wells to construct the statue for the new 
City Hall tower calls for, they have thus 
far been unsuccessful. 

Architect Shea had samples on hand at 
yesterday's meeting, but was unable to tell 
exactly what they contained. 

Mr. Wells explained that white metal 
was made up of antimony, zinc and tin, 
but that there was no exact formula for 
the mixture, the cost being large if a great 
deal of tin is used and small if antimony 
predominates. 

The Mayor suggested that the figure 
should be gilded ; but the cost of such an 
undertaking weighed against it in the 
minds of the Commissioners. 

Mr. Wells explained that his casts were 
about finished and that he would like to 
have the members decide on some metal 
before long, so that he could get the mat- 
ter off his hands. The committee agreed 
to give the matter full consideration at the 
next meeting.

From the S'ew York Times. 
At last Friday night's prayer-meeting in 
Plymouth Church Thomas G. Shearman, 
in his characteristically forceful way, had 
something to say condemnatory of mis- 
sionary work in Hawaii, which has led to 
considerable discussion in religious circles. 

Mr. Shearman's remarks were not re- 
ported in the local papers, and as some 
misstatements have been made concerning 
what he really said, the N'ew York Times 
arives what he has to say about the matter. 

"More than a year ago," said Mr. Shear- 
man, "I told Dr. Abbott that in my opin- 
ion the proceedings in Hawaii reflected 
great discredit, not only upon the Ameri- 
can name generally, "but especially upon 
our American missionaries and the Con- 
gregational church, which had sent them 
there and seemed generally disposed to sus- 
tain the actions of the missionaries' sons." 

"At that time what appeared to be Dr. 
Abbott's opinion?" 

"He never told me what he thought about 
it, and expressed doubts as to the correct- 
ness of my information, and mentioned 
some names of persons who had been to 
Hawaii and approved of the action taken 
there. He was opposed to an v interference 
by the United Stales, although admitting, 
as I understood, that it was duetto the inter- 
vention of the United States troops that 
the Queen and the native authorities had 
been deprived of power. 

"This was at the lime when there was an 
active controversy whether the United 
States should intervene or not. I rather 
desired to speak on the subject rat that time 
at some of the minor-church meetings, but 
deferred to Dr. Abbott and to the advice of 
some friends, who, however, agreed with 
me in my general views. I remained silent 
for much more than a year, but the recent 
establishment of court-martial iu Honolulu 
and the violent measures taken to suppress 
an incipient rebellion determined me to 
speak without consulting any bod v. 

"On Friday evening, therefore, I rose 
and said I proposed to speak my mind 
on a subject which I would not name, 
leaving it to Dr. Abbott, who led the meet- 
ing, to iey whether I should speak then or 
a week later." 
"And what did Dr. Abbott say to that?" 
"He very courteously expressed his pref- 
erence that I should speak then, which I 
did. I said in substance that while it 
would not seem advisable to bring into the 
church meetings a purely political ques- 
tion, yet where grave moral questions 
were involved and action taken which 
affected the honor and good faith of the 
Christian churches of our own order it was 
proper to bring such subjects into a church 
meeting. 

"I said that had Mr. Beecher been still 
alive I felt perfectly certain that he would 
long ago have expressed from Plvmouth 
pulpit most emphatic opinions upon this 
subject; that he would never have allowed 
a weaker race to be practically enslaved by 
white Americans— especially Congregation- 
alists and sons of Congregational mission- 
aries — without making a protest which 
would have been heard all over the land. 
I did not expect "Dr. Abbott to do all that 
Mr. Beecher would have done, but thought 
some member of Plymouth Church should 
take the responsibility of saying, as well as 
lie could, what Mr. Beecher would cer- 
tainly have said with much more eloquence 
and far more effect. 

"I then said, in substance, that seventy 
years ago the American Board of Foreign 
Missions sent a few Congregational mis- 
sionaries to the Sandwich lslanns, who 
were received by the people with enthusi- 
asm. They did not really have to convert 
the people, for they were all readv for con- 
version. 

"The chiefs and the people threw away 
their idols and embraced Christianity witii 
all their hearts. So complete was their 
trust in the missionaries that, practicailv, 
all government was placed under mission- 
ary control, and the missionaries and their 
sons or their nephews had ever since had 
the practical government of the islands. 
What had been the result? 

"They found 130,000 people there, and 
now they report that they are only 34,000. 
But of these 34,000 they recently reported 
that 18,000 were members of Congregational 
churches— a larger proportion of church 
members than can be found in any other 
Protestant country in the world. Tnc mis- 
sionaries boasted that those natives were 
better educated, better behaved and more 
peaceable, orderly and religious, in propor- 
tion to their numbers, than the people of 
many parts of the United States. 

"The triumph of religion, and especially 
of Congregationalism, in Hawaii, was made 
the subject of endless boasts by mission- 
aries and managers of missiops, and was 
made the ground of appeals to American 
Christians for fresh subscriptions and aid 
for missionary work. 

"Suddenly their whole tone changed. 
The missionaries' sons aud some returned 
missionaries vehemently assorted that the 
native Hawaiians were filthy and ignorant 
and a debased, licentious and idolatrous 
race utterly unfit to be trusted with liberty, 
but must be kept under- the control of a 
firm and unscrupulous but pious Congre- 
gational despotism. 

"Assuming this to be true, then the re- 
sult of between fifty and sixty years' un- 
broken missionary government in these 
islands has been that the population has 
been reduced in number by three-quarters 
and that these three-quarters are as de- 
based, licentious and brutal as they were 
when the missionaries began their labors 
and that the whole missionary enterprise 
has been a disgraceful failure. 

"Meanwhile there are some other facts, 
which the missionaries do not mention, 
but which cannot be disputed. During 
the fifty years the government of these 
islands was under missionary influence 
most of the natives were deprived of their 
rights in the land, excepting about 27,000 
acres, and all the rest was divided among 
the King, the chiefs and the families and 
friends of the missionaries. 

"The missionaries' sons and their asso- 
ciates boast that they own four-fifths of all 
the property of the islands. Nearly all the 
rest is owned by the descendants of the 
former chiefs. The great mass of the 
people own nothing. The missionary gov- 
ernment, finding that the natives would 
not work for less than 25 cents a day, com- 
plained of the want of labor, and insisted 
on the importation of scores of thousands 
of the scum of the human race, including 
Chinese and what are called Portuguese, a 
mongrel race, who never saw Portugal, but 
who speak something resembling the lan- 
guage of that country. 

"In this manner the missionaries' sons 
cut down the wages of the native Ha- 
waiians and compelled them to work on 
their sugar plantations at such rates as 
seemed good to their masters. 

"Before the missionaries gained control 
of the islands leprosy was unknown. But 
with the introduction of strange races lep- 
rosy established itself and rapidly in- 
creased. An entire island was very prop- 
erly devoted to the lepers. No Protestant 
missionaries would venture among them. 

"For this I do not blame them, as no 
doubt I should not have had the courage 
to go myself. But a noble Catholic priest 
consecrated his life to the service of the 
lepers, lived among them, baptized them, 
educated them and brought some light and 
happiness into their wretched lives. 

"Stung by the contrast of his example, 



the one remaining missionary, a recog- 
nized and paid agent of the American 
Board, spread broadcast the vilest slanders 
against Father Damicn. He said that 
Father Damien was dirty. Much good 
missionaries can do among a wretched and 
degraded people if thev hold themselves 
aloof from those who are dirty ! Did the 
Apostles take care never to touch the dirty 
hands or sit against the dirty clothes of 
their early converts? 

"He accused the good father of vile 
practices. But the vileness was in the 
Congregational missionary's mouth, not in 
the Catholic missionary's life, and under 
threats of exposure ana legal punishment 
the Congregational missionary sneaked 
out of the accusation. Yet, after he had 
degraded himself in the eyes of every de- 
cent man, he remains, if I am correctly in- 
formed, still a well-paid, well-housed, 
cornfortably-carcd-for agent of the Amer- 
ican Board in Hawaii. Of course, he is an 
ardent annexationist. 

"And now the very same men who by 
hundreds and thousands have protested 
with pious indignation against the South- 
ern States for their practical disenfran- 
chisement of the Southern negroes, who 
are by the confession of theit own best men 
vastly below the moral standard which the 
Hawaiian missionaries have until lately 
boasted as the particular attribute of their 
converts, are full of enthusiasm over what, 
with bitter irony, is called the Hawaiian 
republic. 

"A republic, forsooth, in which no man 
can vote unless he has property which 
would be equivalent to the possession of 
$6000 in Brooklvn. and in which no one 
can vote for Senator who is not worth 
$3000 which is equivalent to $20,000 in 
Brooklyn. 

"But even with this restriction of the 
suffrage our republican missionaries are 
afraid to trust their republican voters. 
Accordingly they did not care to allow the 
people, under anv limitations whatever, 
to elect the President, but having got con- 
trol of the Constitutional ConvenUhn, they 
appointed Mr. Dole President, to hold 
office for six years, and just so much 
longer as the Senate and Assembly should 
fail to agree on a successor; restricting the 
choice, even then, to such persons as 
should be agreeable to a majoritv of the 
Senate, which will be elected by about 200 
of the richest men on the islands. 

"Nor do they stop here. They passed 
laws severely punishing any one who dares 
to speak disrespectfully of any of their 
high mightinesses. Any one, whether a 
native or an Americani who dares to say 
that this republican government is not re- 
publican, or that any of the missionaries' 
sons who deign to govern the barbarous 
Christians of Hawaii is not well fitted for 
his post, is liable to a long term of impris- 
onment and a heavy fine. 

"And yet, after all, though they 
have the Government and the laws and the 
courts and the juries all in their own 
hands, they are afraid to trust any of 
them, and on the first sign of alarm and 
before a blow was struck, thfcy shut up all 
the courts and proclaimed martial law. 
And this is our pious Congregational mis- 
sionary republic. This is the fruit of sev- 
enty years of Congregational teaching and 
missionary government. 

"Now it is proposed to annex these isl- 
ands, with their barbarous, idolatrous, dirty, 
debased, Congregational heathen, Chris- 
tian idolators and the 100,000 Mongolians 
and half-breed Portuguese to boot, and to 
bring them into our republic as one of the 
States of our Union to help govern us. 
Already one branch of Congress has voted 
to spend $500,000 in beginning to lay a 
cable for this purpose, which, of course, 
will involve us in about $3,000,000 more, in 
addition to that already incurred, to enable 
Hawaiians to plant sugar at a cost to this 
couutry of $50,000,000, taken out of the 
public treasury and put into the pockets of 
the planters to enable them to employ 
Mongolians and half-breed Portuguese. 

"But we are to spend many millions 
more in annexing them. We shall have to 
build warships to defend our possession 
when we get it. 

"I consider this the most dangerous and 
disastrous proposition that has ever been 
made in this country. If successful it will 
launch us upon an era of colonization and 
of petty disgraceful foreign wars. It will 
bring into our Union sham republics, 
which will still further corrupt our alreadji 
corrupt Government, and speedily destrojr 
all reality in republican institutio'ns. 

"We are on the brink of a precipice, aud 
a very little effort is needed to push us 
over. If I were standing alone on this 
continent I would oppose and denounce 
this whole scheme of foreign wars, annexa- 
tion arid colonial projects to the very last." 

Dr. R. M. Raymond said he indorsed 
what Mr. Shearman had said, with the ex- 
ception of some criticism on the navy. Dr. 
Abbott did not agree with Mr. Shearman 
on questions of fact, but he did agree with 
Mr. shearman in his opposition to annexa- 
tion.

While the executors named in the stolen 
will and their attorneys were not feeling 
particularly happy the attorneys for the 
Pair children had a peculiar feeling of 
unrest. They have been told that Senator 
Fair made a will about a month before his 
death, and they arc somewhat afraid of it. 
No oue, so far as known, is aware of the 
provisions of this will nor of its where- 
abouts. Still the attorneys for the chil- 
dren do not believe the will would injure 
the chances of their clients, as they claim 
thatthrough all the many wills made by 
the Senator the tendency of Fair to make 
more favorable bequests to them became 
more pronounced. 

Attorney Mitchell was sarcastic yester- 
day. He !s very much worked up over the 
newly found will. He said that he had 
been offered a still later will made hy Fair 
for 91S00. He says he refused the offer, as 
he could get Max Gumpel to make one for 
$10. 

The principal action taken yesterday in 
regard to the Fair will case was the photo- 
graphing of the new will by the attorneys 
for the executors. Then the attorneys for 
the children had photographs taken to 
guard against anv change being made in 
the will. 

Representatives from both of the two 
sides of the Fair will case met in County 
Clerk Curry's private office yesterday 
afternoon to have the holographic will of 
the deceased millionaire photographed for 
the benelit of the executors. There was 
also present at the beginning of the meet- 
ing Detective Stilwell. but R. B. Mitchell 
expressed such a decided preference for his 
absence that Stilwell withdrew. 

The will was removed from its glass cov- 
ering to allow of a better reproduction and 
the attorneys vied with each other in their 
instructions to the photographer as to how 
he should handle it. Mitchell wanted the 
greatest care used, for should it be dam- 
| aged how could he prove it a forgery. 
' Heggarty wanted the photographer to be 
I very careful, for he wished no little mark 
J or turn which could be used in support of 
j its authenticity to be obliterated, and so 
among them all the will was well looked

The attorneys for Charles Fair and for 
the girls asked/ Mitchell if they could not 
have prints from the negative's taken bv 
Mitchell s photographer, but he declined 
to allow any prints but his own to be 
taken. 

Then Attorney Heggarty had his own 
photographer take pictures of the will 
from the same positions as Attorney 
Mitchell's photographer hud made his. 
The idea of this was to make sure that no 
trickery could be used by the attorneys of 
the executors to secure copies which might 
read differently from the real document 

, and then have the will stolen. 

It is believed that the desire of the attor- 
neys for the executors of the stolen will to 
get photographic copies of the will was 
done so as to secure enlargements, in*order 
to truce the handwriting of the will to 
satisfy themselves whether the will is a 
forgery or not.

I do 
not need any attorney to direct me, and 
none of the attorneys in the case have any 
right to make any statement for me. I do 
not care for any of them and none of them 
can make me change my mind.

WANTS PHYSICAL OULTTJBE. 

Superintendent "Moulder Favors Educa- 
tion of the Body. 

Superintendent Moulder| is anxious to 
have the Board of Education authorize the 
building of a gymnasium in every school 
in San Francisco, so that all the children 
may have the benefit of physical culture. 
He believes that this kind of instruction 



greatlv promotes the moral and mental as 
well a - the physical growth of a child. 

"I have just received the report of Pro- 
fessor Barth, who some months ago was 
elected teacher of physical culture in the 
public schools," said Superintendent 
Moulder yesterday. "The|report is emi- 
nently satisfactory and disappointing at 
the same time. It" is disappointing only 
because Professor Barth has been unable 
to personally instruct every school in the 
city. He has managed to "give a few les- 
sons in perhaps thirty of the schools, em- 
bracing about 10,000 pupils. The work be- 
gun by him has been carried on by the 
teachers, to the great advantage of the 
children, but the results would nave been 
much better if it had been possible for him 
to instruct each class at least once a week. 
The difference between a class of pupils at 
the beginning of a course of gymnastic in- 
struction and at the close is very marked. 
Professor Barth estimates that it will cost 
about $10,000 a year to secure competent 
instructors and to keep the gymnasiums 
in repair. Ten thousand dollar's could not 
be spent more worthily, and the benefit 
derived from such an outlay is invalua- 
ble in every respect. 

"A few days ago I was waited on by 
representatives of the four turners' associ- 
ations and requested to urge the Board of 
Education to secure physical culture in- 
structors for ali the schools. A request of 
this sort cannot be ignored, for the turners 
have a membership in San F'rancisco of 
over 8000. At the next meeting of the 
board the matter will be thoroughly can- 
vassed, and I certainly hope they will act 
favorably on my suggestion." 

The principal of the Hearst Grammar 
School indorses the .work of Professor 
Barth in that particular school as follows: 
"Physical culture exercises compel prompt 
and exact obedience to orders: they require 
the individual attention in order toexecute 
as directed; they develop self-respect by 
causing us to have confidence in our ability 
to appear at ease, and they cultivate the 
courage which arises from the knowledge 
that we are able to take care of ourselves. 
While all of these benefits are being gained 
the mind is obtaining full control over 
each part of the body, and perfect health 
is the result."

THE BRIDGE WILL BE BOILT. 



East Street to Be Spanned Des- 
pite the Legislature's 
Action. 



A Law Passed Four Years Ago 
Empowering the Board 
to Act. 



The passenger bridge may span East 
street after all, and the legislation which 
was intended for the proposition and which 
defeated it was practically useless. At the 
meeting of the Harbor Commissioners yes- 
terday afternoon a mild sensation was de- 
veloped by the discovery that the board 
had had the power all along to rectify the 
alignment of East street and to sell, acquire 
and condemn adjacent property. \ 

The sensation was uncorked by Senator 
Tirey L. Ford, who appeared yesterday at 
the meeting of the board as its attorney, 
having been appointed to that position on 
the resignation of F. S. Stratton. Mr. 
Ford's first bit of advice to the board was 
that it had the power to align East street 
and to condemn the Frank property at the 
intersection of Market, East and Sacra- 
mento streets- The attorney showed that 
since March 31, 1891, the power had been 
vested in the board, the act which gave 
them the authority being entitled "An act 
to empower the Boardof State Harbor 
Commissioners to rectify the alignment of 
East street, from Pacific to Market, in the 
city and county of San F'rancisco, and to 
sell, acquire and condemn adjacent prop- 
erty." The sections of most interest are 
as follows: 

The Board of State Harbor Commissioners is 
hereby authorized anddirected to rectify the 
alignment of East street, between Pacific street 
and .Market street, in the city and county of 
San Francisco, said rectification to be done so 
as to straighten the property lines, and give 
as wide and commodious a thoroughfare as the 
traffic may demand. 

The board in carrying out this law shall 
have the power to purchase and sell and to 
exchange, upon a legal and equitable basis, 
any portion or portions of the property adja- 
cent to the westerly line of the thoroughfare 
herein provided for; and a full record of their 
proceedings shall be entered upon the minutes 
and a sworn statement of all transfers, sales, 
purchases and other transactions shall be filed 
with the Secretary of State. 

In case of failure on the part of the inter- 
ested parties to come to a satisfactory agree- 
ment the board shall have the power to con- 
demn, as in other cases, for public purposes. 

"This will give us just what we want," 
triumphantly exclaimed Commissioner 
Chadbourue" after the meeting. "It will 
enable us to make a trade with the F'ranks, 
straighten out Fast street and build the 
bridge." 

At the meeting C. F: Bassett presided for 
the last time, as Commissioner Colnon will 
take his place to-day and will preside at to- 
morrow's meeting of the board.

CHEMISTRY OF THE ORANGE. 



Remedy for the Peach Borer. 
Laying Out Orchards on 
Level Ground. 



E:i«tern people are often led to wonder 
why there is such a variety of products in 
California. It is because of our climate, 
and, incidentally, the variety of soil. The 
climate is influenced by the topography of 
the country. The Rocky Mountains form 
a barrier on the east and prevent the tem- 
pests and blizzards from reaching us from 
that direction. On the west is the peaceful 
I'acific, with the Japan current sweeping 
our shores and spreading its warm breath 
over the land, making it cool in summer 
and warm in winter. 

Nearly anything will grow nearly any- 
where in California, but there is a great 
variety of soil, and what may grow only 
moderately well in one section may pro- 
duce largely in another. While one soil 
may not be suited to oranges it may be the 
very best kind of soil for potatoes. And 
while the climate of one section may not 
be suited for one product it may for an- 
other. Pome fruits like the moisture-laden 
air and heavy loamy soils of the coast, oth- 
ers do better in the sandy soil and hotter 
climate of the interior. 

We all know that a given product will 
grow more thriftily in one section than in 
another; that while in many sections a 
certain kind of tree will grow/there is one 
place where it seems to thrive better than 
in any other place. This is due to so many 
little peculiarities of soil and climate that 
they can scarcely be enumerateJ. It is a 
fact, however, that Sicily produces the best 
lemons. Havana the best tobacco, Smyrna! 
the best tigs and California the best or- 
anges, prunes and raisins. There are other 
products also in which California leads. 

Australia has expended over $111,800,000 
for the destruction of rabbits in the past 
seven years. The rabbits were introduced 
by a gentleman from England, who took 
over ■ score or so to remind him of home. 
Another fanner imported to Australia from 
Cumberland a few years ago some foxes, 
thinking that they might give occasional 
snort for hiniselt and his hounds. The 
foxes now annually destroy thousands of 
sheep. A canny Scot took to Australia 
some thistles, and now the land is overrun 
with them. An Englishman introduced 
some watercress, and it is now blocking 
the watercourses. California has so far 
escaped these plagues, but the Enclish 
sparrow may yet become a nuisance. The 
prompt action taken by our officers in pre- 
venting the introduction of the mongoose 
saved to our farmers thousands of dollars. 

If every city in the Vnited States of 
10,000 inhabitants and over was provided 
with a cold-storage warehouse fresh fruit 
could be kept and distributed throughout 
the year as needed in each city, thus pro- 
viding a market for many times as much 
fruit as is now consumed. 



Apricot trees always point their best 
branches toward the ocean, and the land- 
ward limhs bend up and endeavor to reach 
in the same direction. The apricot loves 
the coast breeze. 

The longevity and productiveness of 
cherry trees in California is noticeable. 
Dr. Tripp of Woodside, San Mateo County, 
has cherry trees forty years old, still full 
of vigor and bearing freely. 

Study the peculiarities of a section before 
you plant trees. Costly mistakes are often 
made that might have "been avoided. The 
soil is so diver-itied that a tree which 
thrives ut>on one farm might not thrive 
upon the farm adjoining. 

It is the extreme of heat or cold which 
injures or kills fruit trees. It is the rela- 
tive distribution of heat over the seasons 
that counts. The absence of extreme heat 
and extreme cold makes Santa Clara 
County the typical section. 

In planting, the tree should be placed 
with the same side toward the sun as was 
exposed to the sun in the nursery. If the 
roots of the young tree crow more to one 
side than the other, place the strongest 
roots toward the prevailing wind. 

Olive oil produced in sections where the 
summer heat is excessive is thick, deep- 
tinted and "greasy," and is not easily 
kept. Oil made from olives grown in 
Santa Clara County clears very quickly, is 
light, clean and of a delicate flavor. 

Walnut trees thrive best along the coast, 
in a rich but friable soil. They produce 
crops when in full liearinp, worth from 
$■.-00 to $tfl0 per acre. The largest walnut 
grown is the A Bijou, but it is a shy bearer. 
The Praepai-turiens bears very earfv and is 
a very choice variety. 

The peach root is a favorite stock for 
budding apricots upon. It gives the tree 
quick growth and early fruiting, and the 
peach rod is not generally attacked bv the 
gopher. For deep, rich, well-drained 
loamy soils, the apricot on its own root 
makes a magnificent tree. 

Some mistakes may be corrected or over- 
come; but planting an orchard of poor 
trees on unsuitable land is not one of them. 
It is far better to plant one of the right 
kind in the right place and then give it 
proper care than to plant 100 sicklv trees 
on poor land to be neglected later on. 

A writer truly states that tree planters 
must avail themsclvesof the helnsof times, 
such as horticultural reading and the ex- 
perience of others; they must take the 
time to not only experiment but look up 
the conditions of success and of failure in 
their respective neighborhoods. 

The old black Slission fig grows verv 
thriftily along the foothills on the eastern 
side of the San Joaquin Valley, and will 
thrive even in some of the dryest places if 
cultivated and cared for the first few years. 
Hogs fatten quickly when fed figs, and 
there is much pasture land that might 
profitably be planted with tigs. 

The advantages of the horticultural in- 
dustry to the State can hardly be enumer- 
ated. It increases the income per capita, 
and largely increases the assessment roll 
as a whole. It is a home-making industry, 
and gives to many residents in the country 
advantages heretofore enjoyed only by 
residents ol the city— together with many 
not characteristic of city life. 

The San Diego Chamber of Commerce 
has published a pamphlet concerning San 
Diego and its resources, in which it is 
stated that there are upward of 3,000,000 
fruit trees in the countv, of which 300.000 
are orange, and 400.000 are lemon trees. 
The acreage in the district about San 
Diego Bay is given as follows: Bearing, 
2352 acres; not yet old enough to bear, 6T>13 
acres. 

The Los Angeles Times states that Dr. 
M. S. Jones of Santa Ana has an orange 
that ripens about the same time other 
oranges do, but that will hang on the tree 
till August, and remain there solidly, and 
be in perfect condition to ship just at the 
time when oranges arc scarce. It ought to 
be a valuable variety if it has other good 
features. 

The codlin moth is a pretty insect, with 
brownish wings, shaded like watered silk, 
and is numerous in midsummer, when it 
Hies into ox>en windows of houses in the 
evening. It lays its eggs in the blossom 
ends of the fruit at this time, and the 
worms, hatching out, eat their way into 
the core of the fruit, where they "are so 
often found. The worms leave the trees 
in the fall and crawl into the crevices of 
the bark or other hiding places, and there 
form their light-brown cocoons, in which 



they spend the winter, maturing into 
moths in the early summer. To destroy 
them the trees may be scraped or washed 
with hot lime wash on the trunks to the 
first limb. To wrap some loose cloth, as a 
strip of bagging, around the tree will en- 
tice the moths to make their cocoons under 
it, when they may be more easily taken 
and destroyed. 

Laying Off an Orchard. 

G. W. Mosteller of the Star Nursery, 
Ventura, gives the Advocate ot that town 
the following timely paragraph: As a plan 
for staking off an orchard by the equilat- 
eral-triangle method, the following is per- 
haps the most expeditious plan, but will 
not do for hilly or stump land : Determine 
the length and width of plat to be staked 
off; get No. 12 galvanized steel wires of 
corresponding length and width of orchard. 
One of the wires is to be used to establish 
base line, and to establish each row of 
stakes across the orchard. Let us call this 
the base-line wire. You will need marks 
on this wire exactly the width the trees are 
to stand apart. Waxed string wrapped 
round and round at each distance will do, 
but it is better to use a bit of cloth at these 
marks, made secure, so as not to slip, by 
wrapping waxed string over and under it, 
yet so as to be plainly visible. Now, ns 
you wish to plant in equilateral-triangle 
form, place string and bits of cloth of an- 
other color half way between the marks 
noted above. Stake this baseline row at 
each alternate mark. The other wire is 
needed to stake the two sides the distance 
the rows, not the trees, are to he apart. 
This is determined by multiplying the dis- 
tance apart the trees are to stand by .806. 

To illustrate: Suppose the "planter 
wishes to plant at 30 feet apart each way ; 
multiply .800 by 30 feet, which equals 25.98 
feet, almost 26 feet from row to row. The 
stakes in this case at the sides of plat will 
be 26.08 feet apart and must correspond 
with marks on the second wire. To get 
other distances apply the same rule. But 
you cannot establish these side stakes 
until you square the plat of land to be 
planted. To do this saw three straight 
strips of board— one 6 feet, another 8 feet 
and another 10 feet long. Nail the two 
short strips at right angles and join them 
across the angle with the 10-foot strip. 
1'lace this right-angle frame with one base 
on base line at the corner of the plat, and 
the other base of triangle will enable you 
to establish the square. Use the second 
wire to guide you. Now set the stakes to 
correspond with marks on the wire. Take 
this wire to the opposite side of plat and do 
as before. You are now ready to stake off 
the plat. Return to the base-line wire. 
Have a man at each end to move and 
stretch the wire into line with next stake on 
si'le*. Make tight and secure the wire, 
then stake this row at the alternate marks 
from the base row. Be sure to carry the 
wire straight at one end continuallv, al- 
lowing the other man to give or "take 
siack. Continue this until the entire block 
is staked. You might divide a large or- 
I chard into forty or titty acre blocks. If the 
| orchard be small you can get along without 
| the use of the side wire bv measuring care- 
| fully with a short wire. To determine the 
i number of trees per acre when set "dia- 
: mond" form tir>t get the number required 
I as if set square form and divide it by .866. 
To find the number square form square the 
distance between the trees and divide 
43,060 by it, 

The Peach-Borer. 

H. H. Huntling of San Jose furnishes 
the San Jose Mercury with the following 
concerning the peach moth, or twig-borer, 
whicn is in some districts working in 
grafts set as late as February 1: 

As the grafts start to grow and get out 
from one-third to one or two inches in 
length the twig-borer (which is a small 
Drownish worm from one-fourth to one- 
third of an inch long) eats into and follows 
the heart as far as it is tender toward the 
scion, and the first indication you see of 
his whereabouts is the withering of the 
new growth, but if you can cut into the 
bud at the base and look close you will find 
the worm. Kill him. for when one bud is 
gone he hunts up another, and if he is not 
stopped will sometimes seriously affect the 
shape of your tree. If you have lots of 
grafts to go over, and they are very bad, 
use the following wash as per directions: 

Potash 14 pounds 

Caustic soda (98 per cent) 8 pounds 

I. line, unslacked 5 pounds 

fish oil, polar or seal 10 gallons 

Directions— First : Dissolve the soda and 
potash by placing them together in about 
ten or twelve gallons of water. 

Second— Slack the lime in the barrel in 
two gallons of water; then add the fish oil 
to the lime and stir well until the lime and 
the oil have turned to a thick batter; then 
add the soda and potash, water boiling 
hot. and stir well with a dasher for five 
minutes or more; then leave standing for 
about four or six hours: then fill up with 
cold water. Do not pour in all the water 
at once, but about two buckets at a time; 
stir well as the first two buckets of water 
go in to prevent lumps. Use the following 
day. Apply cold, one pound to the gallon 
of water. In dissolving it do not boil, but 
weigh the amount to be used, place in a 
barrel, and on top of it pour hot water, 
about one bucket to every hundred pounds 
of material. After pouring in the hot 
water stir lively with a dasher until it is 
entirely dissolved; then reduce with cold 
water until sufficiently thin to pass through 
the strainer; tnen place in the tank and till 
up with water; stir well and it is ready lor 
use; apply cold. 

Fertilizing the Orange Orchard. 

Professor Hilgard of the State Univer- 
sity figures that 20,000 pounds of oranges 
take from the soil 36.60 pounds of nitrogen, 
10.60 pounds of phosphoric acid and 42.28 
pounds of potash. Granting that this 
estimate is correct, whether it is necessary 
to return to the soil an amount of nitro- 
gen, phosphoric acid and potash equal to 
that taken up by the fruit depends upon 
local circumstances. It it is new soil less 
will answer. If the trees are old and have 
never been fertilized more can be applied 
with safety. Speaking of this Professor 
Hilgard says: "Phosphoric acid added to 
well-drained soil is not lost when added in 
excess of the needs of the crop ; nor is anv 
moderate application of potash salts, ft 
is otherwise with nitrogen, which, if added 
in the form of Chile saltpeter, is readily- 
washed out of the soil, or if in another 
form, say tankage or ammonia salts, may 
pass into the inert condition in connection 
with the humus of the soil. Of the salt- 
peter, therefore, we, as a rule, add hardly 
more than is required for the year's crop, 
and that sometimes in successive doses to 
prevent waste." The present price of 
nitrogen is about »6 cents per pound, phos- 
phoric acid 5 to 6 cents per pound and pot- 
ash 5 cents. 

San Jose Scale. 

The San Jose scale may be thoroughly 
eradicated if the trees arc thoroughly 
sprayed with the whale-oil soap mixture, 
which is made as follows: 

Whale-oil soap (80 per cent strength).... 20 lbs. 

Sulphur 3 i os . 

Caustic soda (98 per cent strength 1 lb. 

Commercial potash lib 

Water to make 100 gallons. 

Place the sulphur, caustic soda and pot- 
ash together in about two gallons of water, 
boil for one hour. Mix the two and spray 
the trees. The mixture should be 130 dee. 
Fahrenheit. For"a case of very bad scale 
strong mustard water has been found effi- 
cient. 

What a Box Will Hold. 

A box twenty-four inches by sixteen 
inches square and twenty-eight inches deep 
will contain a barrel.

A Special Election May Be Held 
to Decide Who Is the 
Councilman. 



An extended btreet railroad system was 
Bold by auction yesterday in front of the 
courthouse, in Oakland. The railroad 
was the Consolidated I'iedmont, and the 
auctioneer was Commissioner Ira Hishop. 
The purchaser was Charles K. Bishop, vice- 
president of the Bank of California, and 
the price paid was $8X000. 

Among the capitalists present were: 
John Yule, Charles K. Bishop, S. C. Bige- 
low, president of the Savings and Loan 
Association : John L. Howard, John Mor- 
ris, Montgomery Howe, K. A. Heron, J. H. 
Brewer, E. C. Sessions, E. P. Vandcrcook, 
Frank Woodward, Attorney Kells, E. J. 
I'ringle. (ieorge K. dc Golia, George W. 
Heed, J. B. Uichanlson, Henry Squires, M. 
T. Holromb, AV. J. IMugee and W. F. 
Board man. 

Commissioner Bishop stepped forward 
into the crowd at the hour of noon and 
opened proceedings by paying: "How 
much am I bid for tt;is road, gentlemen?" 

Then came an awkward sil.r.ce of a few 
minutes and the auctioneer milled : "Ain't 
it worth anything? Don't I hear a bid?" 

Then C. 8. Bishop, who holds $100,000 of 
the eoinoanv's bolide, sa»d: 

"1 bid $& , ,'00O.'' 

The auctioneer tried hard to get a raise 
on the bid, Mauling tlie crowd that the 
road cost more than that amount', but no 
one present cared to invest in cable roads. 
The third and last call was made and Mr 
Bishop got the road. 

The Piedmont roud was completed a few 
years ago at a cost which made it possible 
to bond the line for $ l.iru.Oi.iij. The prop- 
erty was considered such a good one that 
these bonds found plenty of purchasers, 
in due time came competition and the 
Piedmont suffered to such an extent that 
many bond-holders lost all they had put 
into the concern. 

Fver since the road began going down 
hill it has gone rapidly, and lawsuits 
against it have multiplied to such an ex- 
tent that it is doubtful if it will ever be 
free trom litigation. 

Among other liabilities was that of the 
California Titic Insurance and Trust Com- 
pany, as trustee, which corporation held 
the bonds of the road. This company ob- 
tained judgment for (1,050,197 33. It' was 
under this judgment and decree that the 
road was sold voterday. 

Since the judgment was obtained the 
road has bctn in the hands of a receiver, 
and besides its many other debts it has 
run behind in the receiver's hands some- 
thing like $90,000, for which amount re- 
reiver's certificate? have been issued. 
There, has also been an order Issued requir- 
ing the receiver to hold out $25,000 subject 
to the determination of a soil by Margaret 
Wallace, now pending. The receiver has 
also been ordered to pay deposits by em- 
ployes amounting to $1200. As only ^'s2,000 
was received for the road, there aril] be a 
deficiency judgment of something like 
$!*>s.Pi7 on the face of the mortgage. 

Yesterday afternoon after the sale two 
aiiuiUuiial attachments were levied on the 
property. One by. A. A. Black for $10,000 
and the'other bv'Sumuel Howe, Martin 
Howe and Phu-be Blair for $1S,!>40.

About a year ago Callie determined to 
gratify her" whim, if it was possible to do 
so, and one day she came to this city, dis- 
guised as a boy, in order to escape recogni- 
tion from friends. She remained here sev- 
eral weeks, and secured an engagement in 
a Kearny-strcet dive as a skipping-rope 
dancer. With more than usual boldness 
she had herself photographed en costume 
and sent one of the pictures to a friend iu 
Petaluma. Several weeks later she be- 
came disgusted with life in this city and 
returned home. On her promise to do 
better in future she was forgiven and re- 
sumed her place in the family circle. 

It was not long before the recollection of 
her stage experiences rendered her rest- 
less, and she determined to leave home 
again for good. This time she decided to 
travel under an assumed name, retaining, 
however, the name of Callie, by which she 
is known among her acquaintances. 

Her grandparents instituted a vigorous 
search for the girl, hut the efforts of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children to locate her proved fruitless. A 
few days ago, however, she was recognized 
by an acquaintance on Kearny street, and 
the knowledge that she is now in the city 
has prompted her relatives to renew their 
inquiries in the hope of finding and re- 
claiming her. 

A woman answering to Callie Birkman's 
description was seen in a notorious saloon 
on Eddy street, Monday night. She was 
evidently in pain, and suddenly fell un- 
conscious. It was thought that she had 
taken poison, and Dr. w. O. Wilcox of 21 
Powell street was hastily summoned. She 
was revived with difficulty, and later ad- 
mitted that she had taken some morphine 
to ease a violent headache. She stated 
that her name was Callie, but declined to 
tell where she lived. She appears to be a 
frequent visitor to the place, and the police 
are hopeful of apprehending her at an early 
date. 

Robbery and Burglary.

J. W. Sullivan, Author of "Di- 
rect Legislation," Explains 
the System,

Union for Practical Progress 
Regards the Scheme With 
Favor. 



A locture was delivered last evening by 
J. W. Sullivan, at Linderman's Opera- 
house, Alameda, on the "Initiative and 
Referendum." It was given under the 
auspices of the Alameda Union for Practi- 
cal Progress, and the large hall was well 
tilled. 

The speaker was introduced by B. C. 
Brown, who referred to the influence which 
the efforts of Mr. Sullivan, as a writer and 
speaker, have had throughout the country 
in favor of legislative reform. He is the 
author of the book "Direct Legislation,-' 
from which many of the workers for the 
initiative and referendum have drawn their 
inspirations. 

Mr. Sullivan, in his address, referred to 
the two methods of legislation, tne indirect 
method and the direct method. In the 
former the people delegate to their repre- 
sentatives the power to make the laws. 
He said : 

Too often the servants misrepresent the 
people, their masters. The weakness in our 
political machinery has long been taken ad- 
vantage of by politicians and monopolists, who 
are able, by corrupt and political machinery 
by which tricse representatives ar« elected, and 
by corrupting the legislators themselves, to 
work ruin to the general welfare, divert the re- 
form spirit and lower the level of legislation. 

in town, city, stale and national legislative 
bodies the fountains of corruption ere seen. 
Franchises are given away, onerous taxes im- 
posed, offices created, political jobbery is en- 
tered into. 

iSy direct legislation it is sought to do away 
with these evils, the people themselves having 
the power to make the laws. Direct legislation 
has been In use in New England towns for 250 
years. Some of those towns refuse to incor- 
peratc, even after they have attained the pop- 
ulation of 15,000 inhabitants, because by In- 
corporation they would, under the State law, 
be obliged to ulace themselves at the mercy ot 
legislative bodies. 

Direct legislation is practiced in many cities 
and towns throughout the United 'States. 
Cities, and in some cases States, from time to 
time vote directly on questions of charter, 
bonds, license, appropriations, public improve- 
ments, moral issues. Last fall New York voted 
on rive distinct interrogations. Two rears ago 
California voted on nine and last fall on five. 
There is no need to go outside of our country 
to rind the application of the principle of direct 
legislation, nor for sufficient practice to war- 
rant its sate and gradual advance in many par- 
ticulars iu which it is not now practiced. " 

The speaker referred to the operation of 
the initiative and referendum in Switzer- 
land as furnishing the most complete 
illustration of its working. He considered 
it quite possible that in political science 
there was a power capable of being de- 
veloped, which, in its field, might parallel 
the wonders performed through the appli- 
cation of steam in the industrial Held. 
That power, he said, is the directly applied 
will of a people who love fair play, who 
have time and again at the polls declared 
their hatred of theft and misdoings, and 
who have determined that monopoly shall 
not fetter and plunder honest capital and 
labor. He said : 

The system in Switzerland has gone steadily 
ahead until to-day in a number of the States 
(cantons) every law must be voted on at the 
polls belore going into effect. The spectacls 
has been afforded lor twenty years of the whole 
Swiss nation (600,000 voters, 3,000,000 inhab- 
itants) voting on its principal Federal laws. 
The canton oi Zurich Is the typical advanced 
State. There is no law, no executive decree, 
and no appropriation over a fixed sum goes 
into effect until voted on by the people at the 
polls. The Swiss say: "Every legislator may 
be a rogue, but in vain." The people have the 
power to introduce bills and the power of veto. 

The ordinance providing for the initia- 
tive and referendum in Alameda is being 
utilized. A petition has been circulated 
and has received the necessary number of 
signatures, and at the next municipal elec- 
tion, which will be held on the 8th of next 
mouth, the people will voto on this ques- 
tion: "Are you in favor of the levy of a 
special tax of 20 cents on each $100 for the 
erection of a free library building ?" It is 
generally believed that the vote will be 
strongly in the allirmative, as the citizens 
of Alameda have much civic pride, and 
have never begrudged taxes for needed im- 
provements. The proposed rate will raise 
about $25,000.

Wigger was appointed to his position as 
guardian in June, 1890. Since that time, 
the petitioner alleges, he has received into 
his control for the use and benefit of Mrs. 
Gundlach $1275 and he has failed to in any 
•ray account for any part of the sum. He 
is charged by the petitioner with misman- 
aging and misappropriating the estate of 
his ward and having converted it to bis own 
use, and of going through insolvency so 
that no demand can be made upon him. 

The petitioner therefore prays that Henri 
Wigger be removed from his position as 
guardian and that he be compelled to 
account for the estate he is charged with 
mismanaging, and further that the peti- 
tioner bo appointed in his place. Mrs. 
Gundlach is now in the Stockton asylum.

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What was at one time looked upon in 
California as an outcast among fruitj is 
now apparently destined, as the result of 
an Eastern fad, to become one of the most 
profitable fruits grown in the State. This 
is the grape-fruit, or what* is more com- 
monly known here as the pomelo. 

For many years it has been grown as a 
shade tree and its fruit viewed simply as a 
curiosity. Its medicinal qualities, how- 
ever, have suddenly brought it into great 
favor, and there is every prospect that the 
demand for it will be permanent. Some 
very interesting facts are given regarding 
this peculiar fruit in a recent report made 
to the State Hoard of Horticulture by its 
secretary, B. M. Lelong. It says: 

The pomelo is a variety oi the shaddock. 
There are many varieties in cultivation, and of 
late they have met with great favor in the 
Eastern markets. They vary greatlv in size, 
but are generally lanre and weigh all the way 
from half a pound to five pounds. In color 
they resemble a citron. The skin is very smooth 
and the pulp is subacid. The tree is very orna- 
mental, has large, deep green foliage, is semi- 
dwarf, and a native of China and Japan, 
There is practically only one variety so far 
known In the market, and that is the sour, 
bitter-rind variety. 

A few years ago there was no sale for this 
fruit, and it was permitted to ro "O waste. 
Now it sells readily for irom $2 50 to $5 per 
box, with a steady demand. 

The pomelo was used for many years in hot 
climates to correct acidity of the stomach and 
other troubles of the digestive organs. For 
several years past physicians have prescribed 
it for invalids with disordered stomachs, and 
iu many eases it is a specific. 

The great medicinal value oi the grape-fruit 
is not generally known outside of Florida, 
where it is largely grown, although in some of 
the larger cities the sals (a quite Targe and in- 
creasing. Its use cures dyspeptic troubles, con- 
stipation and otherdisessesof the stomach and 
bowels. The dally use ot grape-fruit for a 
month willTure the most obstinate case of in- 
digestion. 

Some people do not like it at ilrst, but that is 
because they do nat know how to prepare it 
for eating. The fruit should be cut in half and 
the juice squeezed "out Into a tumbler. In 
this way the bitter taste in the rind is avoided. 
Thev are always refreshing, and the demand 
is greater than the supply, prices running 
betior than for oranges. They are also made 
more palatable by seasoning the pulp with 
sugar or sweet wine. 

The name grape-fruit is said to come from 
the form the fruit takes on ihe tree, being 

Sroduced in clusters, oiten twenty or more of 
le fruit in a bunch. 

Many people And the great number «f seeds 
contained in them a great objection, and long- 
continued efforts have been made to procure 
a seedless variety, it Is claimed that this nas 
been accomplished by C. If. Marsh of Lake- 
land, Fin. Mr. Marsh, it is said, has now 
young trees of the new variety that are bearing 
abundantly, and all true to the strain. The 
pulp is somewhat darker than the ordinary 
grape-fruit, but the rind lias that peculiar, 
bitter flavor which is so highly esteemed for 
medical purposes. 

There Is no question that the pomelo will be 
a valuable addition to the fruit crops produced 
in this State. It can be grown successlully 
wherever other citrua fruits thrive, but the 
warmer the climate the better it will do. It is 
a wonderfully prolific bearer, aud the tree ma- 
tures its fruits in the second and third year. 
It has never been grown on a large scare for 
commercial purposes, its cultivation in the 

fast having been mainly for ornamental use. 
ew people become fond of it at once, its popu- 
larity being due to an acquired taste. Ouce, 
however, the taste has been cultivated for it it 
remains. 

HAS EZETA'B OHILDEEN. 

Gutierrez Suppresses Another Attemp 
of Ezeta's Followers. 

News brought to this city yesterday by 
the last steamer from Acapulco is to the 
effect that about February l a conspiracy 
was discovered among Kzeta's followers, 
having for an object the unseating of 
Gutierrez, the President, and the reseating 
of K/.eta. The plan was nipped in the bud 
by Gutierrez, who ordered the principal 
leaders shot at once. They were Colonels 
Delfino, Berrios, Fernando Salyedo and 
Captain Mangandi. Aside from this, all 
the prisoners who had been jailed since 
the las t uprising were ordered banged. 

Gutierrez conquered and succeeded in 
gaining possession of the two children of 
Ezeta, whom he now holds as hostages. 

When Kzeta sent the children away 
from San Francisco about a month ago in 
charge of their grandmother. Senora 
Oarcia, he had provided for their sojourn 
at Acapulco where they would be under 
the protection of Diaz, his friend; but the 
grandmother took them right through to 
Ban Salvador, arriving about the time of 
the discovery of the plot, and they were 
seized at once. 

Ezeta is much concerned and says he 
will go to Europe, get funds and return 
and take his children by force. 

Williams Wants to Sell. 

Thomas H. Williams Jr., the recently ap- 
pointed guardian of Mrs. Sarah Althea Terry, 
has applied to the Probate Court to allow him to 
sell the Fresno property of his ward for $200 
above the mortgage upon it. He seta forth that 
the mortgage is about to be foreclosed, and that 
the city of Fresno is desirous of obtaining the 
property for school purposes. He therefore 
recommends that the sale be made, and asks 
that an order to that effect be made.

The Eminent Paulist Preacher 
Has Been Slowly sinking 
for Weeks. 



LITTLE HOPE FOR RECOVERY.

Rev. Father Bradey, the eminent Paul- 
ist, who came here from New York last 
December and took charge of old St. 
Mary's Church on California street, at the 
request of Archbishop Riordan, is linger- 
ing between life and death. He has been

very low from kidney and stomach trouble 
for six weeks and there are grave fears 
that he will not recover. 

When inquiry was made as to his condi- 
tion and the probable outcome of his ill- 
ness, the reverend father at the commu- 
nity residence on California street only 
shook his head and looked serious. The 
three physicians in attendance on the dis- 
tinguished patient are likewise silent. 
They believe in the adage that "while 
there is life there is hope." Meanwhile the 
patient continues to sink. 

From a strong, handsome, active man 
Father Bradey has been reduced to a liv- 
ing skeleton. For weeks, the priests in the 
house say, he has not taken sufficient food 
to keep a bird alive. Day after day he has 
sunk lower and lower in the scale of physi- 
cal weakness. Now he has to be moved 
about and lifted like a child by the two 
professional nurses in attendance. He is 
even too weak to be moved to the hospital. 
The origin of the trouble was in the blad- 
der. This affliction has been supple- 
mented by kidney disease and general phy- 
sical collapse. 

The San Francisco house is the first es- 
tablished by the Paulists, which is an 
American community of priests, outside of 
New York. Archbishop Riordan had long 
been anxious to have the missionaries per- 
manently located here, and when the time 
came that he could offer them a church he 
did so, and the result was that last Decem- 
ber the Archbishop in person transferred 
the old Cathedral to Father Bradey on be- 
half of the Paulist society. 

Father Bradey's only assistant was 
Father Wyman. They had traveled to- 
gether, gone missions together, preached 
great Christian truths together, and in en- 
tering upon their new duties as ministers 
of a large and flourishing parish they were 
obliged to work early and late. 

Plans were made to beautify the old 
church, a new pavement was put down on 
California and Dupont streets, immense 
congregations flocked to hear the polished 
and scholarly New Yorkers, and, in fact, 
the outlook for the future was most prom- 
ising, when, one morning six weeks ago, 
Father Bradey wag absent from his post. 
He has been absent ever since. He has 
been anointed and prepared for death. 



ABOUSING PUB LIC OPINION. 

Creditors of the City Urge the Pay- 
ment of Their Claims. 

The Associated Creditors of the City and 
County of San Francisco have issued a cir- 
cular to the press and public, urging that 
municipal expenditures be curtailed by 
the Supervisors until their claims, some of 
them over two years old, are paid. 

"We understand," says the circular, 
"there is a disposition to accept the truth 
and full force of our argument made to the 
Board of Supervisors in a communication, 
'showing the legality of city warrants 
drawn on temporarily depleted funds and 
suggesting a legal method for their pay- 
ment,' wherein we contend that the proper 
way out of this financial dilemma is to 
draw, audit and register demands in pav-

If 
the city should find that the debt so 
created is a growing debt, and eventually 
reach the conclusion that its necessities 
will continue from year to year to be 
larger than its allowances, then it must 
have increased allowance*, or create a 
bonded indebtedness, and take up these 
registered demands of merchants, laborers, 
clerks and others who may have supplied 
goods or rendered services deemed to be 
absolutely necessary at the time thev were 
supplied or rendered in the maintenance 
of the city government." 



ZOLA AS A H UMBUG. 

Rev. K. J. Dupuy Tpon the Realistic 
French Author. 
Rev. E. J. Dupuy, in his lecture on Mon- 
day night on "Emile Zola," described the 
writer as resembling a retired merchant, 
and described the tenor of his works as 
composed of wrong impressions. Accord- 
ing to him, men are hypocrites or brutes ; 
the world is a compound of pretense and 
filth. 

"I am astonished," the lecturer contin- 
ued, "that lie has found followers, and 
that people have accepted his novels as 
true. He bus only written the dark side of 
life. His doctrine that there can be no 
virtue and honesty cannot lie accepted. 
Zola is a great humbug. He has "been 
humbugging the world all through by writ- 
ing as he does. He has the greatest de- 
scriptive power of any French writer of 
the nineteenth century. His mission has 
not been achieved, however, because he 
went downward instead of upward when 
picturing the human family."

GOVERNOR BUDD ATTENDED. 



Addresses Upon Pertinent Top- 
ics— The Wine Industry and 
Other Matters. 



The meeting of the Manufacturers' Con- 
vention — an event which means so much 
to the manufacturers of this city and the 
State at large — opened its session yester- 
day in the Chamber of Commerce rooms. 
In addition to the delegates which were 
present there was a large number of inter- 
ested spectators, among whom were repre- 
sentatives of various local trade organiza- 
tions. 

When the convention was called to order

After this preliminary business had been 
pone through with President Hallidie de- 
livered his address. It was an able review 
of the resources and industries of the 
State, and the many good points that were 
brought out evoked applause at different 
intervals: He said: 

The effect of this irathenng^annot be other- 
wisf than beneficial, but if the work of trying 
to resurrect our manufactories stops with the 
adjournment of this convention, It will fall far 
short of the purpose in calling you together; 
and if you believe that by sustaining and stim- 
ulating existing industries and by creating 
new ones you will bring population, progress 
and prosperity to this State the spirit of this 
convention must be projected into Ihe future 
and be kept alive by an active permanent or- 
ganization havinK an aggressive auxiliary In 
every county in the State, so that every man, 
woman and'ehild may learn their duty. They 
1 must be taught local prideand State patriot- 
i ism, and to realize the fact that they will have 
; a bettercommtinity if they support theirneigh- 
j bors, whfi by manual labor are trying to make 
j a living by making some useful thing. 

After Mr. Hallidie had spoken the report 
i of the committee on resolutions was read, 
j It was as follow s : 

Whereas, The moral and physical advance- 
■ ment of a State depends upon the active and 
remunerative employment of its citizens and 
I the fostering and developing of such dWersi- 
lied industries as can successfully maintain 
themselves within the limits of this State, and 
| whereas recently there has been in California 
; a marked diminution in the number of indus- 
' trial establishments and in the volume of busi- 
I ness commanded by such industries as remain 
I in operation, and whereas this convention has 
: been called for the purpose of encouraging and 
stimulating existing industries, whether re- 
I lattnp to the products of the soil or mamifac- 
I turing, and tor the further purposes of consld- 
I enng ways for the creating and maintaining 
I new industries, be It therefore 

Jt&vtvrd, That it is the duty of each citizen 
having the welfare of the State at heart to 
strengthen and fortify all those whose capital 
I and labor are engaged in occupations that give 
1 active, honest and remunerative employment 
I to the men and women of this State, and to 
I give practical aid to such by buying and In- 
ducing others to buy the products of such em- 
plovment. 

Ktiolvcd, That it is the duty of all private 
corporations doing business under the laws and 



the "members" of such industry be known as 
"member" of such "crass." 

That the members of each class appoint their 
own committees for the purposes of their spe- 
cial work, and that each class appoint one or 
more members as representative in the main 
organization. That each class appoint its own 
committee for the preparation of papers for the 
State convention. 

That the selected appointees from each ciass 
shall collectively be known as the executive 
committee, which committee will meet once a 
month, and before which all propositions, 
grievances and matters of interest be pre- 
sented. 

That the by-laws and constitntion shall prop- 
erly ilerine the duties, work and power of all 
committees. 

That the executive committee shall likewise 
be empowered to prepare the programme and 
shall arrange for the convention. 

That membership to this organization may- 
be composed oi all producers, taking Webster's 
definition of the word— to wit, '-One who grows 
agricultural products or manufactures crude 
materials into articles of use." 
That all such be termed active members. 
I That brokers, merchants and others may be- 
j come members oi this organization, when such 
broker, merchant or other handle the products 
of the State exclusively. 

That the executive committee appoint sub- 
committees respectively on transportation, 
taxes, insurance, telephone and telegraph 
service, water, electric and gas light service, 
labor, linance, legislation, general relief, with 
the view of bringing the transportation com- 
panies into friendlier relationship with the 
producer and to ttcatwith them iu a common 
cause, as a business proposition and on busi- 
ness principles, determined, vet free from pas- 
sion or prejudice, in equity, good faith and 
honor; to present to them propositions for the 
future that will tend to develop our State and 
endeavor to obtain and merit their co-opera- 
tion; to endeavor to lessen taxes on manufac- 
tures; to reduce the costs of insurance, tele- 
phones, water and light; to treat with labor 
when it feels itself abused; to accumulate 
funds for the advancement of new enterprises; 
to be properly represented in the legislatures 
for the purposes of general relief; to enact laws 
dclinlng and making clear and limiting the re- 
sponsibilities of employers. 

We recommend a committee on general re- 
lief, which shall use its endeavors to maintain 
industries unable for the time to be self-sup- 
porting under such conditions as may be pro- 
mulgated later, and that funds for this purpose 
be raised and that our State Legislature be 
asked to assist in the undertaking under the 
principle that the employment of labor in legi- 
timate enterprises will tend to lessen the cost 
of maintaining our public institutions, elevate 
morals, develop the State and decrease crime. 

We disapprove oi the degradation of free and 
honest labor in being brought into competition 
with convict labor. We approve of the use 
and employment of the products of Stato manu- 
factures in all public buildings. We recom- 
mend action In the matter of fuel and prav our 
efforts meet with success. We call attention to 
the abuse, by those importing Eastern merchan- 
dise, of our long and lenient credits, and sug- 
gest that a change in our system be made to 
meet the customs of our Eastern competitors. 

We hope for a change in our banking system 
to meet Eastern customs, to further the devel- 
opment of Industries. We call attention to the 
disndvtmtages of merchants carrying stocks, 
paying taxes, etc., as compared to the broker 
with his office and line of samples. We rec- 
ognize that distributors are valuable to us 
only when partial to local products, and we 
believe that general favor anil disfavor build 
and destroy, and while disavowing boycotts, a 
general diffusion of sentiment in lavorbf home 
products will certainly manifest itself. We 
recommend that the various trades workmen 
may select a representative for each line of 




ters. I have met your Mavor and Supervisors 
and others, and, to tell the truth, 1 informed 
your committee that 1 was too busy even to as- 
tend here. But they would not have it that 
way, and here I am. I don't know what advice 
I can give you on the industrial question. I 
know Stockton is a great manufacturing town. 
[Laughter.] This State should be one of the 
greatest manufacturing States of the Union, 
and with its manufacturers properly organized 
it could compete with the world. We have 
Iron, wood, coal, gold and silver, and, best of 
all, the bone and sinew to utilize these and de- 
velop them. 1 am heartily in favor of any 
movement which will benefit the State, and 
especially an industrial one like this. Al- 
though a Democrat,! favor the protection oi 
our state industries. [Applause.] 

When the Governor had resumed his 
seat, a motion to adjourn until 10 o'clock 
this morning was carried. 

glaciees or the sieeeas. 

Profesaor l.e Conte Talks of the Glacial 
Period of California. 

The "Glaciers of the Sierras" was the 
title of a very interesting lecture delivered 
last night in Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation Hall, by Professor Le Conte of the 
Berkeley University, to a large audience. 

The lecturer, in a comprehensive man- 
ner, gave an account of the formation of 
glaciers and the condition in which they 
left the surface of the earth when heat had 
melted the ice. He also told of the move- 
ment of the earth on its axis and the varia- 
tion in space. 

He devoted considerable attention to 
Croll's theory that the alteration of climates 
come about during a period of great eccen- 
tricity of the earth's orbit, that glacial con- 
ditions would then supervene in that hem- 
isphere whose winter happens in aphelion, 
while the opposite hem isphere a mild cli- 
mate would extend up to the polar regions. 
He also holds that the procession of the 
equinoxes by changing the incidence of the 
seasons would revolutionize the climate 
over both hemispheres and cold conditions 
supervene, and thus in course of time 
that which had been the warm hemisphere 
would be the cold one and the reverse. He 
also holds that great alterations of climate 
would occur every 10,500 years and that t he 
last period of eccentricity to which the ice 
age is believed to be due began more than 
200,000 years ago and lasted for 100,000 
years. 

The lecturer said that while English and 
European geologists accepted Croll's 
theory Americans were not so readv to ac- 
cept it. Alfred Wallace had modified the 
views of Professor Croll, and these are now 
accepted by many. He then devoted him- 
self to the glacial epoch iu California, and 
declared that there are many magnificent 
evidences of that period. There are records 
left by the sea, those left by the ice, those 
by the river beds and those by the great 
lakes. On the Santa Barbara Islands have 
■ been found remains of the mammoth, also 
on the island of Santa Rosa. Along the 
coast are to be seen terraces at various 
levels, up as high as 3000 feet above the 
present sea level. 

These he cited as proof of the existence 
of the glaciers. He declared that the en- 
tire San Joaquin and Sacramento valleys 
had been at one time covered by a sea and 
that the Yoscmite Valley had once lx.en 
an immense field of ice. Glaciers, he said, 
once filled the canyons of the Sierra Ne- 
vadas, some of them being between forty 
and fifty miles long. Glaciers had also 
existed in the mountains back of the Uni- 
versity and one of ' them had left a 
terminal moraine. He spoke of the traces 
left by the ice and closed with a brief de- 
scription of the great Tuolumne glacier.

at 2 p. h. by Hugh Craig, chairman of the 
advisory committee, the assembly chamber 
was crowded. Mr. Craie said that General 
W. H. Dirnond, president of the Chamber 
of Commerce, was ill and, therefore, the 
fluty devolved upon him of calling the 
convention to order. He then called for 
nominations for temporary chairman and 
Andrew S. Hallidie was chosen for the po- 
sition, he being nominated by Henry T. 
Bcott. Mr. Hallidie ordered the election of 
secretaries and L. K. Mead of the Risdon 
Iron Works was chosen corresponding sec- 
retary and M. M. Barnet of the Journal of 
Commerce recording secretary. The vice- 
presidents were: H. S. Morey, A. A. Wat- 
kins, M. H. Hecht, William Llewellyn and

This completed the temporary organiza- 
tion and Hugh Craig was called upon to I 
deliver the address of welcome. Mr. Craig 
was heartily applauded as he advanced 
ti pon the platform. He referred to the ill- 
ness of President Dimond in fitting terms, I 
and then went on to welcome the delegates. I 
He referred to the proud position which | 
the State of California occupies to-day in 1 
the rank of producing States, her yield of j 
wine, wheat, oil and wool is proverbial. ! 
Mr. Craig said: 

The miner has developed the precious metals i 
to such an extent that we are able to respond 
to every appeal from Washington for hard j 
xnoney — real money. Thanks to that pioneer I 
In manufacturing in California, William C. 
Ralston, this is the one State which has never 
been seduced by the financial heresy of incon- ' 
vertible paper. In our constitution is to be \ 
found that saving clause, that bulwark of 
sound finance, that gold and silver coin only 
■hall be a lawful money in payment of debts. 
Bence our State has become a standing lesson 1 
in sound currency— all thanks to the miner to 1 
whom San Francisco owes so much. Thus far i 
he has only scratched the grass roots. The 
great mother lode has been drawn from here ■ 
and there only. 

The best and most reliable market for the 
agriculturist Is the local market. This is ob- 
tainable only where the population is dense 
and where manufactures become a leading 
feature in building up the State. Witness the 
growth of such cities as Detroit. St. Louis, Phila- 
delphia, New York and Chicago. To foster 
manufactures we must have cheap and good 
food. That we have in abundance: a climate 
where the operative can work in comfort all 
the year round; our State is unsurpassed in 
that regard. It is claimed that the actual 
money value per capita per annum produced 
by the agriculturist is say $300, and the actual 
money value produced as the result of the em- 
ployment of capital and labor bv the manu- 
facturer is said to be $1000, hence the ad- 
vantage instead of exporting a cheap article 
like wheat, a raw product as it comes from the 
soil, or wool as it comes from the sheep's back, 
how Infinitely better it must be for the Btate 
when we can export a manufactured article 
worth from three to five tiroes, ave, a hundred 
times; he value per pound of wheat. [Ap- 
plause.] 

At the conclusion of .Mr. Craig's re- 



protection of this State, and of ell State, mu- 
nicipal and public corporations and commis- 
sions, to aid and foster whatever can be pro- 
duced or manufactured within the State by 
tbe industry and skill of the citizens thereof, 
by employing, using and purchasing such 
goods and articles as can be produced or manu- 
facttired here, and giving preference to such 
California products as are equal in value to 
similar articles produced outside the limits of 
this State; and to this end no privilege or fran- 
chise should be granted by or work done under 
authority oi the State, or municipality therein, 
unless these conditions are included in all 
privileges and franchises, or contracts to be 
done, granted by the State or such munici- 
pality. ' 

Kttolvtd, Believing that in the developing of 
the industries the burdens of the people will 
be lightened and their wealth Increased, it is 
the duty of the State, county and city authori- 
ties to lessen the charges on all legitimate in- 
dustries by the reduction of the license tax on 
home manufactures, and by the radical reduc- 
tion in the charges of electric light, gas and 
water supplied to manufacturing establish- 
ments, by the abrogation of local taxation on 
shipping employed in transportation, by the 
reduction of harbor and port charge:; and other 
burdens on industry and commerce. 

Jtcsolrcd, Inasmuch as charges for transpor- 
tation affect and determine the price of goods, 
this convention urge upon the transportation 
companies to so adjust their tariffs as to afford 
a reasonable protection to home industry and 
to enable the Pacific Coast manufacturing cen- 
ters to reach poin.s In the interior of the State 
at more favorable rates than now exist; and it 
Is the opinion of this convention that extremely 
low freight rates between the great manufac- 
turing points in the East and California, and 
high freight ra'es to and from points in the in- 
terior of this Slate, are disastrous to the inter- 
ests of the manufacturers, p-.oducers and trans- 
portation companies and to the btrt interests 
of California. 

Raotvcd, In order to enable the manufactur- 
ers and t ne producers to economically distribute 
the products of the labor and skill of the me- 
chanic, the farmer and the miner, the water- 
ways within this State should be kept open to 
competing navigation, and equal landing facil- 
ities should be afforded to all at the minimum 
of cost; the State and the counties should pro- 
vide good wagon roads, and competing rail- 
roads within the boundaries of this Slate 
should be encouraged and assisted. 

Then followed the report of the commit- 
tee on campaign and permanent organiza- 
tion, which was in substance as follows: 

Permanent organization is essentially a ne- 
cessity. That while much good may and un- 
doubtedly will te accorapHshea by an agita- 
tion on "the patronage and consumption of 
home products and manufactures," sufficient 
encouragement is not offered thereby to per- 
mit us to depend upon the possibilities it sug- 
gests, and that other and more promising and 
fundamental principles must needs be em- 
bodied in our platform to accomplish the am- 
bitious aims. * • * 

We recommend that at least once a year a 
convention be held at appointed places, at 
which time papers be read on each line of man- 
ufacture ana produce showing the advance- 
ment or decadence, and offering suggestions 
for improvement. 

We suggest that each particular industry be 
known by a class letter or number, and that 
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Industry, and that such representatives meet 
w ith the executive committee at stated times 
for the purpose of consultation, believing, as 
we do, that a friendly and business relation- 
ship should exist between labor and the em- 
iloyer of labor, and that the best results may 
je obtained in such harmonious exchange of 
ideas and oo-operation. We believe that a 
branch of this organization should be estab- 
lished in each connty of the State, with repre- 
sentations in the executive committee. 

We recommend co-operation with the State 
Board of Trade, the Half-mlliiou Club and 
other similar institutions designed to promote 
population and development, that their efforts 
In creating the population mav be furthered 
by our finding satisfactory and profitable occu- 
pation and employment for It. 

Chairman Hallidie announced that 
the Union Iron Works extended an invi- 
tation to the members of the convention 
to take a trip around the bay in a vessel to 
be provided by the works. The invitation 
was accepted and thanks were tendered to 
the iron works, A dav will be set here- 
after for the date of the excursion. 

At this point in the proceedings a mes- 
sage was received stating that Governor 
Btidd would not be able to attend until 
late in the afternoon. The chairman then 
suggested that business be carried on 
until the arrival of the chief executive. 

Delegate P. P. Dundon thereupon arose 
to say that he thought the labor unions 
should have a better representation in the 
Dody. There were three delegates from the 
Labor Council present, but Mr. Dundon 
thought that there should be a representa- 
tive from each labor organization in the 
city on hand in order that labor and capi- 
tal should work hand in hand. 

Delegate McGlynn did not think that 
this was a feasible plan for the reason that 
it would take a month to get delegates 
from the sixty trade unions of the city. 

After some discussion, it was decided 
that the three delegates from the Federa- 
tion of Labor should represent the work- 
ingmon of the city in the convention. 

Pending the arrival of the Governor, 
Delegate A. Sbarboro introduced a paper 
on the wine industries of the State, which 
was highly appreciated, judging by the 
applause. He began by referring to the 
depression in the wine industry and the 
formation of the California Wine-makers' 
corporation. It had gained control of 
nine-tenths of the wine of 1893-94, and in a 
few months raised the price of ordinary 
wine from 6 cents to 12>£ cents per gallon, 
at which latter figure 6,000,000 gallons of 
wine have already been sold ; and, further- 
more, an agreement had been entered into 
with the principal wine-dealers in the city 
whereby future prices shall be regu- 
lated so as to give a fair living price to the 
grape-growers and wine-makers alike. Mr. 
Sbarboro said : 

The price obtained for wine bv the producer 
and that paid by the consumer has been un- 
reasonably disproportionate. There have been 
instances where the producer has received 10 
cents per gailon for his wine, which atter hav- 
ing been put up in so-called pint bottles, has 
been sold on the cars and in some hotels as 
high as $1 per bottle, thus making the con- 
sumer pay about $10 per gallon for an article 
for which the producer receives about 10 cents 
per gallon. It is the aim of this co-operative 
combination to do away with such unreason- 
ab e charges, and at the same time to permit 
only sound and good wine to be fur- 
nished to the consumer; all unsound 
wine will hereafter go to the distillery There 
is room in this State for a very large increase of 
the wine industry. The 20,000,000 gallons of 
wine which U now produced annually as an 
average in this State would be consumed in

Started.

Central Stock at Par 4 
Value. 



George Whittell has filed a counter affi- 
davit in answer to those filed by the par- 
ties to the suit over the Market-street 
bonds, anil in which they oppose his mo- 
tion to be allowed to file a brief in the case 
as amicus curia?. The affidavit throws 
some light upon the nature of the agreed 
case now before the Supreme Court. 

In the affidavits filed bv the parties to 
the suit it was claimed that Whittell had 
offered to sell his stock in the Central 
Railroad Company for $10,000. This the 
affidavit denies. The market value, he 
admits, is about |10 a share. brU it is now 
incumbered by the heavy bonded indebt- 
edness ot other roads which have entered 
the combination and has been forced down 
In price in consequence. When the Cen- 
tral Railroad entered the combination, he 
avers, it was unincumbered and each share 
of stock was wo.-th at least $100. The affi- 
davit continues; 

Affiant was willing to join in an agreed cause 
of action for the purpose of having the court, 
if possible, settle the questions raised by af- 
fiant as to the legality of the alleged consolida- 
tion, and for the purpose of the agreed case 
affiant was willing to concede that the value 
of the Central Hailroad properties was not less 
than $500,000. Accordingly an agreed case 
was made up containing such statement as to 
value, and was signed by affiant and his attor- 
ney, and was agreed to and signed by Mr. J.E. 
Foulds, as the attorney representing the Mar- 
ket-street Railroad Company; and the plaintiff 
herein (the Market-street Railroad Company) 
amended and patched up the statement of the 
agreed case without ihe consent of affiant, and 
struck out the statement as to the value of the 
Central Railroad Company, to which its attor- 
ney had agreed, anil inserted therein the false 
and absurd statement of $140,000 "and up- 
ward." That affiant refused to sign or agree to 
the amended agreed ease, containing such 
valuation, because lie did not intend to make 
any such admission as to value, which would 
be false, and which might be used against him 
in the then pending suit by him against the 
plaintiff, should the court decide that the ques- 
tions involved could not be adjudicated In an 
agreed case. 

This suit, on an agreed state of facts, the 
affiant says in conclusion, is prejuaicing 
the action he has already brought to test 
the legality of ihe combination, and 
which is still pending.

The bush is horribly dense and thornv 
and the thorns are of such a nature that 
the strongest cord breeches can scarcely 
withstand their assaults.

It is a tough gal- 
lop, but in ten minutes the hunter nag 
driven his ponv right up to the tail of the 
nearest bull, and from the saddle has fired 
his shot. He falls behind a little, then 
closes up and lires again. Both bullets, 
planted close to the root of the tail, have 
plowed deep into the short body of the 
giraffe and done their work. The painted 
giant falters, sways and then in an instant 
falls crashing to earth, carrying with him 
in his ruin a stout sapling. 

Dark chestnut of coat (almost black with 
age upon the back), this old bull, measur- 
ing nineteen feet from the hoof to the tip 
of the false horns, forms a noble prize in- 
deed. As he lies there in the long yellow- 
grass he looks surely the strangest of all 
survivals of the fauna of the dark ages— a

I was not. however, asked 
to pass upon her standing in the Biythe 
case, but was required only to give an 
opinion on certain deeds and papers 
as to their being in proper legal form 
arid also as to whether not by executing 
them Mrs. Blythe would render herself 
liable to criminal prosecution because of 
her former assignment of interest to an- 
other person. 

The matter was brought to my attention 
about two weeks ago by a "gentleman 
whose name I shall not mention. He 
asked if I would object to rendering an 
opinion for Mrs. Blythe on certain papers 
relating to the Blythe estate. I was at 
first disinclined to act in the matter be- 
cause I knew that other attorneys had 
been representing her, but upon learning 
just what service was desired — that it did 
not involve an opinion upon her standing 
in the Blythe case or any interference 
with that case — I consented. 

"The first paper submitted purported to 
be a proposition from Mrs. Blythe to Mrs. 
Hinckley that the former should assign all 
her remaining interest. This proved to be 
in proper form and it was signed by Mrs. 
Blythe. Some days later other papers 
were submitted. They were nineteen in 
number and were quitclaim and grant 
deeds from Mrs. Blythe to Florence Blythe 
Hinckley, covering'all the Blythe property 
in this State, in Oregon, in Arizona and in 
Mexico. Eicht of the documents related 
to property in Mexico. They were drawn 
up in Spanisn and were in" the lorrn of 
original conveyances. 

"The others related to property in the 
United States, and thev, with one excep- 
cion, were quitclaim deeds. The excep- 
tion referred to a mine in Arizona belong- 
ing to the estate, and that was a grant 
deed. 

"Another paper executed by Mrs. Blythe 
was an irrevocable power of attorney to 
dismiss all suits relating to the Blythe es- 
tate that mav be brought hereafter in her 
name, whether they be brought in the 
United States or in the republic of Mexico. 
To whom was intrusted that power? To 
Judge Catton— Aylett R. Catton, I believe 
his name is. 

"The consideration? Well, I do not 
know that I ought to divulge that, though 
of course Mrs. Blythe has nothing to con- 
ceal in the matter. It was, however, a 
lump sum and not an allowance. Large? 
Oh, no. In fact, you would be greatly sur- 
prised to know how small it was. It was 
considerably less than $1000." 

It was learned later that the sum was 
between $800 and $900; also, that Detective 
Lucas was the mysterious visitor who first 
employed Mr. Aitken. 

"Mrs. Blythe's reason for exeouting the pa- 
pers," continued Mr. Aitken, "was a desire 
to avoid more worry and litigation. From 
my former acquaintance with her I can 
say that when she came to my oflice to 
sign those papers— and she was there three 
or four times — she was a very sick woman. 

"A published statement made last Sun- 
day was false. Mrs. Blvthe has not aban- 
doned the name of Blythe nor was any 
agreement that she should or would do so 
included in those documents. 

"In no way and at no time has she re- 
ceded one iota from the stand taken by her 
in the beginning, that she was the wife of 
Thomas H. Biythe. The published state- 
ment to the contrary has annoyed her, and 
I know sue wishes it corrected." 

Mrs, Blythe has been staving with a lady 
friend in the Western Addition. She feels 
that she has a grievance against Attorney 
Highton, because, as she says, she was to 
receive from him an allowance approximat- 
ing $50 a month during the proceedings, 
and this has not been paid since last De- 
cember. 

Detective Lucas, she says, has accom- 
plished his work for her and is no longer 
in her employ. Mr. Sinclair has talked a 
great deal about the case, and the lady ex- 
presses her opinion that he would have 
served her interests much better if he had 
held his tongue. 

Mr. Highton. when told last night of the 
character of the documents executed by 
Mrs. Blythe, did not seem much alarmed, 
and expressed the opinion that they must 
hold onlv subject to the former transfer. 

A few days ago Mr. Highton, in speaking 
of the coming complaint in equity and its 
charges of fraud and conspiracy, said that 
attorneys John Garber, John Boalt and W. 
W. Foote would not be made defendants 
in it, for he had known them for years and 
was convinced of their integrity.

THE LIFE OF JESUS CHRIST. 



Rev. Frederick B. Pullan's In- 
teresting Lecture on 
Our Savior. 



The Lessons That Are to Be 
Drawn From the Miracles 
He Performed. 

Rev. Frederick B. Pullan of the Third 
Congregational Church delivered the third 
of a series of lectures on the life of Christ, to 
young men, Monday evening, in the lecture- 
room of the Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation. The lecture was ill ustrated with a 
number of stereopticon views. 

The lecturer declared that Christ was 
like us in life, but that he was without 




sin, and dwelt at some length upon his 
mission upon earth and spoke of the 
miracles he performed, which, he said, 
were signs of God being with lis. 

Drawing attention to the picture on the 
screen, representing Christ at the marriage 
feast at Cana, where water was 
turned into wine, he said that there Christ 
made manifest the naturalness of his 
power by the act of supplying that which 
was needed. This miracle, if such it can 
be called, the lecturer said, is occurring 
every day. for the water falls from heaven, 
finds its "way through the earth to the roots 
of the vines, and then ascends and finally 
turns into bunches of beautiful grapes, 
from which is extracted the juice 
which becomes the wine. What Cnrist 
performed was to make manifest that ha 
alone was nature, and that this was to 
teach the people that he was what he as- 
serted. 

Mr. Pullan then drew attention to the 
other miracles with which all are familiar, 
and used these to prove that we should 
have faith in Christ, and in that faith 
know that we have a friend in Jesus Christ. 

These miracles, the lecturer said, were 
for the purpose of strengthening the faith 
of his disciples, and Christ gave them as a 
sign that he had the power of God. In an 
eloquent manner he then spoke of the les- 
sons that are to be drawn from the acts of 
our Savior. 

The llalloon ISallaat Froze. 

The balloon Albatross, belonging to the 
military in Berlin, made an ascent last 
Friday in order to ascertain what effect the 
intense cold would have on the balloon and 
instruments. The balloon sailed away 
over Spandau, went over the Elbe, and, 
after a voyage of tea hours, came down 



toward 7 P. m. nearthe Baltic. At 1000 me- 
ters the wind was from the soiith-jlouth- 
west ; at 2000 meters there was a perfect 
calm, so that the balloon stood quite still 
for an hour over a village. It had, there- 
fore, to descend to catch another wind. 
The cold was so intense at the higher 
points that the moist sand in the sacks was 
frozen into compact stone. Naturally the 
meat and other provisions were froicn 
hard and not fit to be used. The two Ger- 
man and one Austrian officer who under- 
took the voyage suffered a great deal. — 
London News.
